No appropriation. “Thy words 
Rationing © were found, and I did eat 
Here them; and thy word was 

unto me the joy and rejoic- 
ing of mine heart” (Jer. 15:16) was the 
experience and acknowledgment of one 
of God’s servants, and many others in 
every age can say, “Amen and amen.” 

The Ephesian epistle seems to be the 
epistle of abundance. Here we are told 
of the riches of God’s grace and the 
riches of His glory. Yes, even the “ex- 
ceeding” riches of His grace is presented 
—riches for now, exceeding riches for the 
future. “Unsearchable riches of Christ” 
is another expression the apostle uses. 

In a day of shortages it would be won- 
derful to have a friend of such influence 
and power that he could supply every- 
thing we ask, but listen to this: “Now 
unto him that is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or 
think, according to the power that 
worketh in us” (Eph. 3:20). 

As citizens we accept without com- 
plaint the rationing of things vital to the 
war effort. But in the realm of the 
spiritual our poverty is our own fault. 
Peace, power, sustenance, victory—all are 
ours through Christ. Only appropriation 
is needed.

“The United Church of Canada is ex- 
periencing a serious shortage of minis- 
ters. A hundred and seventy-eight men 
could be placed immediately. Even if 
that number were available, the needs 
of vast unchurched areas of our country 
would still be unmet. Efforts to meet the 
situation have been made by accclerating 
the theological course. But there are 
limitations to that. One _ suggested 
solution is the establishment of Bible 
schools for training laymen. At first 
sight this might seem contrary to the 
tradition of the churches which make up 
the United Church of Canada, But these 
are unusual days, and traditions are go- 
ing by the board everywhere. Unusual 
conditions may very well demand a break 
with tradition. This has been abundant- 
ly demonstrated in the field of military 
operations, in economics, and in politics. 
The Church dare not assume that its 
methods are unchangeable and perfect. 
Bible schools have been most success- 
fully used by other groups. Ministers in 
the older established churches are well 
aware how effective these have been in 
sending out young men and women as 
flaming evangelists for the good life as 
they have been taught it.”

REV. GEORGE WELLS ARMS, D.D. «— 


lt is appointed unto men once to die, but 


after this the judgment.-Hebrews 9: 27. 


HE FIRST part of our text asserts 
the universality of death — “It is 
appointed unto men once to die.” 
That statement is given to us by 

inspiration, but we do not need inspira- 
tion to know it. One could almost say 
that a little child knows this. Death is 
no respecter of persons. Like the rain, it 
falls on the just and on the unjust. It 
comes to the young and to the old, to 
the criminal and to the saint, to the good 
and to the bad, to the rich and to the 
poor. Its ultimate claim is 100 per cent; 
no one escapes. 

We might say that it is this conscious- 
ness of death which makes men reli- 
gious. Men try to deny God, but they 
cannot deny death. Death makes men 
think of the immortality of the soul, and 
the immortality of the soul makes them 
think of God. It is almost impossible for 
them to believe that that thing which 
they have seen in others, which is per- 
sonality, that greatest thing in the uni- 
verse, which comprehends the universe 
itself, ceases with the dissolution of the 
body. 

Then men consider their own souls. 
There is something in them which defies 
time and space, which cannot be analyzed 
by chemistry nor limited to the human 
body. Death is the launching of this 
immortal soul into the ocean of the great 
beyond. Hence they think of the Eternal 
Being on the other side, the God with 
whom we have to do. I presume we may 
say that if there were no death, all un- 
regenerate people would be absolutely 
irreligious. Instead we find all pagan 
religions, by ritual, by sacrifice, by monu- 
ments, centered on this one great fact of 
death, this great unsolved mystery. 

Yet today we have some new-fashioned 
religions that deny death; but in the 
very emphasis which they place on the 
denial they only affirm its reality. Their 
followers receive no better life insurance 
rates, and they die like all others. All 
one can say is that if the rest of their 
religion contains no more of a consist- 
ency of truth than their doctrines con- 
cerning death, such religions are like a 
mirage in the desert. 


Most of the quotations which are given without 
references are from I Corinthians 15; II Corinthians 
5:1-10; and I Thessalonians 4:13-18, which are com- 
mended for further study. 
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Every honest soul who would “first of 
all to his own self be true” should look 
this fact in the face. He is never honest 
until he does. He should acknowledge, I 
will not live always. I expect to die. 
What does it mean? What is on the 
other side? 


N OW WHILE THE VERSE We 
have quoted sets forth the universality 
of death, there is another verse in this 
same inspired Scripture which says, “We 
shall not all sleep” (I Cor. 15:51). The 
expression sleep is the New Testament 
Christian designation for death, so that 
what the verse really says is, “We shall 
not all die.’ This is one of the divine 
contradictions of the Word of God. There 
are many. These contradictions are al- 
ways magnificent, because when exam- 
ined we realize they only appear to be 
contradictions and are no contradictions 
at all, but rather bring one into the fur- 
ther revelation of divine truth. 

Take, for instance, these two state- 
ments. First, “It is appointed unto men 
once to die.” Death is universal because 
sin is universal, and thus it becomes the 
proof of the universality of sin. “The 
soul that sinneth, it shall die” (Ezek. 
18:4). All men have sinned. “There is 
none righteous, no, not one” (Rom. 3:10). 
Therefore all die. 

But then there is this second statement, 
“We shall not all die.’ This must mean, 
then, that this cause of death has in 
some way been done away. “The sting 
of death is sin.” Sin, therefore, has been 
dealt with, and this break in the univer- 
sality of the law of death is the result 
of sin having been done away in the re- 
demption and salvation wrought for us 
by Jesus Christ. Christ has triumphed. 
He has come forth out of the tomb vic- 
torious, and He ever liveth. If He can do 
this for Himself, He is able to do it for 
others. In addition to this we have His 
promise that He will. “Because I live, 
ye shall live also” (John 14:19). If He 
cannot do it and is not raised from the 
dead, there is no remedy, and “we are of 
all men most pitiable.” 

This second verse asserts, then, that 
there will finally come a generation in 
the Church of Jesus Christ over which 
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this universal law of death shall have no 
power. Those who remain at the coming 
of Christ shall not sleep. They shall be 
changed, in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye. This corruptible shall put on 
incorruption and this mortal shall put on 
immortality. Our bodies shall be made 
like unto His glorious resurrection body, 
and “so shall we ever be with the Lord,” 
without pain or sorrow, anguish or night. 
How easy it would be to answer the ques- 
tion of what is after death, if that were 
all! 


N - THAN FIFTY GENERATIONS 
have passed away since Christ’s promise, 
“Because I live, ye shall live also,” and 
the statement by the apostle, “We shall 
not all die.” This means that the Church 
has bared its head and bowed its heart 
more than fifty times as it has carried 
out its entire membership to the ceme- 
tery, where it has laid away the bodies of

its precious dead. We may well ask, 
“Where then is the victory over death for 
these?” 

The question is good, but the answer is 
better—the redemption wrought by 
Christ is a great redemption. It is not 
only measured by its height and depth, 
in that it goes to the very lowest, to the 
very pit of hell itself, in order to get un- 
der the blackest sin and lift us to the very 
highest before the throne of grace and 
mercy; but it is to be also measured by 
its length and breadth. This salvation 
includes a great multitude. It has a vast 
horizon. Christ came to give His life a 
ransom for many (Matt. 20:28), and that 
“multitude which no man can number,” 
which composes His train, is the trophy 
of His eternal sacrifice. 

If Christ had returned at the close of 
the first Christian generation, and in the 
providence of God none of those who 
were His had died prior to that coming, 
it might be estimated that the little 
handful of disciples with which the 
Church began in the upper room would 
have by then increased to perhaps a 
hundred thousand or more in those thirty 
or forty years. All of these then would 
have been translated. They would have 
been changed from corruptibles into in- 
corruptibles. Death would have been 
conquered and the Church would have 
been complete. 
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But the redemptive act of the Cross 
was for a far greater spoil. The Lord of 
glory wanted a greater harvest than that. 
So He said, “Lay these dear bodies away; 
we want still another generation,” and 
when that generation had ripened He 
wanted more, and He said, “Lay these 
dear bodies away; we want still more. 
There must be a further ingathering.” 
And so on, until generation after genera- 
tion has been laid away “against that 
day”—the resurrection day—the day 
when the Lord shall come, and the dead 
in Christ shall be the first to receive 
their resurrection bodies, then we that 
are alive, that are left, shall be changed 
and likewise receive our resurrection 
bodies. So “we shall not all sleep,” but 
we shall all be changed and be caught up 
to meet the Lord in the air. 


Having said all this, there is still the 
fact to face concerning those who have 
gone on nineteen hundred years ago, of 
whose bodies no trace can be found. 
Their graves have been plowed under by 
the ruthlessness of time until it would 
seem there is no identity left. This, how- 
ever, should not worry us in this scien- 
tific age. May I remind you of just two 
scientific facts. First, that our wonderful 
bodies have come from a single cell that 
is so small as to be almost invisible to the 
human eye. How God makes this body 
out of that cell, how the cell divides and 
subdivides, producing all of our various 
parts, is a great mystery that science it- 
self cannot fathom, but can only recog- 
nize. The second scientific fact is the 
well-known fact of the indestructibility 
of. matter. Considering these two facts 
in reference to those bodies which have 
gone on before and whose graves can no- 
where be found, we must acknowledge 
that the scattered dust of these dead 
bodies is somewhere. 

If these scientific facts are true, there 
must be something somewhere which re- 
mains which was part of the individual 
body and is to be identified with it. What 
this mark of identity is we do not know, 
and more than that we do not know what 
is the spark of life. But we do know 
these bodies have been temples of the 
Holy Spirit and energized by Him. And 
“if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwelleth in you, he that 
raised up Christ Jesus from the dead shall 
give life also to your mortal bodies 
through his Spirit that dwelleth in you” 
(Rom. 8:11, R.V.). 

For those who doubt this, Scripture 
simply says: “Thou fool, that which thou 
sowest is not [made alive] except it die.” 
You do not sow the body that shall be, 
but simply the bare grain. Most of us 
recall, as children, planting a seed, and 
then when the blade appeared pulling it 
up to see what had happened. We no- 
ticed the seed was split, and out of it the 
new life and the new form had sprung. 
The seed itself seemed to be in the proc- 
ess of decay. The seed was not the flower 
and the flower was not the seed; yet 
there would be no flower except for the 
seed, neither would the seed have come 
to its own except for the flower; so that 
the seed was the flower and the flower 
was the seed. We are “sown a natural 
body”; we are “raised a spiritual body.” 





x, | 
‘ie QUESTION THEN REMAINS 
as to where these redeemed ones are who 
have died between the first and second 
advents, and who have not yet received 
their glorified bodies? 

First of all, we can say that they are 
not in or with their bodies. It is very nat- 
ural at first to think so, especially when 
immediately after death we keep watch 
in the death chamber over the body of a 
loved one, a body made sacred and holy 
because of all that it has housed in per- 
sonality. But we know, when we look 
back through the centuries and the body 
has vanished as dust, that the soul can 
no longer be in or with that body, for 
there no longer is a body with which to 
be identified; nor could we say that the 
soul lingers in the body until such a dis- 
solution takes place. Death is the separa- 
tion of the soul and the body, and one 
second after death the soul is just as free 
and far removed from the body as the 
souls of the saints of nineteen hundred 
years ago are free from their bodies, con- 
cerning whose bodies we have now no 
outward trace. 

The souls of those who have gone on 
before are not “sleeping.” It is true that 
the New Testament terminology refers to 
the saints who have died as “those who 
are asleep.” This has given rise to a group 
who believe in what is called soul sleep- 
ing, who affirm that our souls are in an 
unconscious state from the moment of 
death until the resurrection. But the New

The Silent Witness That Convinced 
the Beloved Disciple

Then went in also that other disciple, which came first 
lo the sepulchre, and he saw, and believed.—John 20:8 






























































METHING within the empty tomb 
turned John from tears to joy, from 
doubt to faith. 

Faith must have a foundation in 
fact. If it be not founded on facts it is 
not faith, but fancy. So John must have 
seen something that was convincing, that 
had the significance necessary to satisfy 
both his understanding and his heart. 
Something within the tomb said to him, 
“This could not be except the Lord were 
risen from the dead.” And the fact that 
it is in the permanent record of Scripture 
leads one to believe that there is deep 
significance in these details. 

How wonderful to think that the Sav- 
iour should have arranged the very bed 
in which He had lain in death so that any 
honest heart and mind could be con- 
vinced of His resurrection—the most sig- 
nificant fact in all the history of the race 
since Eden! How wonderful that not a 
word needed to be said to convince the 
beholder! 

Perhaps this has been to most of us 
just part of the record, to which we have 
attached no special significance. If so, 
we must think again, for the word of in- 
spiration says, “He saw, and believed.” 
What then were the reasons behind 
John’s newly found faith? 

First of all, one of two things had hap- 
pened. Either the body of Jesus had been 
miraculously removed, or else it had been 
removed by the hand of man. Between 
these alternatives John had to make his 
choice. What he saw convinced him that 
it could not have been by the hand of 
man, so that nothing remained but that 
Christ had really risen, the divine Sov- 
ereign over the last great enemy. 

All the evidence is against the conclu- 
sion that the body of Jesus had been 
stolen, except possibly the fact that the 
tomb was open. Let us think of three 
reasons that seem to constitute the proof 
that John saw. 

First, the fact that the graveclothes 
were there at all shows that the body had 
not been stolen. We can hardly conceive 
of thieves, even though they might roll 
away the great stone, remaining at the 
guarded tomb longer than necessary to 
secure their booty. Nor can we think of 
anyone removing the winding sheet while 
the body was still in the narrow confines 
of the tomb, for this would have been a 
difficult task, and there would have been 
no object in carrying away a naked body. 
Add to this, then, that it is hard to 
imagine thieves in their haste placing 
the graveclothes back in the tomb, to say 
nothing of placing them back in order, 
just as they had been while occupied by 
the body. 

Second, the record is very specific that 
John noticed the napkin which had been 
about the face was folded and laid by 
itself. When the body withdrew from the 
winding sheet, the face covering, which 
was a separate piece, would remain until 
removed. The hand of the risen Lord re- 
moved it and placed it where it would 
bear silent witness. We cannot conceive 
of thieves having the slightest thought of 
such care, nor the slightest object in it.

E LIVE in a new age of the 
world’s history. The rapid and 
tremendous changes which are 


occurring throughout the world 
have suggested to historians that future 
books on history will be divided as fol- 
lows: ancient, medieval, modern, and new 
age history. 

Everything is passing through upheaval 
and change. There is a spirit of rebellion 
against everything established. Govern- 
ments fall, morals are violated, education 
admits that it must change, and God is 
defied. If ever this poor, old, sin-cursed 
world needed the unchanging Christ, who 
is the same yesterday, today, and forever, 
it is now. It also needs His unchanging 
gospel which offers the abundant life, the 
four freedoms, and spiritual democracy. 

But though we face the world’s prob-

lems and declare that we have the world’s 
need, we are not giving the gospel to the 
world as we should because of a problem 
which the new age has presented within 
our own ranks. Our emphasis upon the 
gospel is such that unless we support the 
message, or our testimony, with a life that 
is transformed and victorious we contra- 
dict our basic claims as to the power of 
the gospel of God. 

Our witness is that the Lord Jesus 
Christ saves, transforms, keeps, and gives 
victory over the world. We have a prob- 
lem! The revolt which is so evident in 
every sphere of life has affected the 
Church, and Christian people have thrown 
off the restraint of the love of Christ and 
now live like the world. Our problem now 
is not so much with Modernism as it is 
with compromise and the sins of the 
saints.

MM LorD JESUS SAID, “Ye shall 
receive power, after that the Holy Spirit 


is come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me .. .-unto the uttermost 
part of the earth” (Acts 1:8). He did not 
say you may be, or you should be. He 
said, “Ye shall be witnesses unto me,” and 
again He said, “Ye are witnesses.” 

Christian friend, we need not wonder 
what Christ Jesus wants us to do. He 
called His followers to be witnesses. He 
equipped His disciples for witnessing by 
revealing Himself to them and by endu- 
ing them with the power of the Holy 
Spirit. He commissioned believers to go 
into all the world as witnesses. In John 
17, He is heard in prayer pouring out His 
very soul to the Father that we might 
be kept from evil because He was sending 
His own into the world even as the Fa- 
ther had sent Him. All of Christ’s rela- 
tionships with His disciples reveal that 
He wants every believer to be a separated 
witness. 

Jesus said, “Ye are witnesses.” Every 
Christian is a witness and is witnessing. 
Some are good witnesses. Others bear 
false witness. But every one of us is in- 
fluencing some other life. 

The soul-winner, the Bible teacher, the 
gospel singer, the Christian musician, and 
the preacher are consciously bearing tes- 
timony to the saving and keeping power 
of Christ. Their witnessing is purposed, 
planned, prayed for and worked for, that 
souls may be redeemed by the precious 
blood of Christ. God bless them and re- 
ward them! What a high and holy privi- 
lege they have, and what peace and vic- 
tory mark their lives! 

There are other Christians, and we do 
not doubt their salvation, who say they 
know they are saved but they know they 
are not witnessing. But they are wit- 
nessing! “Ye are witnesses,” said Jesus. 
The fearful responsibility of our place in 
the world is pressed upon our hearts 
when we realize that we are unconscious- 
ly witnessing all the time, even when we 
do not want to be. Involuntarily, without 
being willing to do so, each Christian is 
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bearing some sort of testimony regarding 
Christ, and is doing it all the time. 

No wonder Jesus prayer for us as He 
paused under the shadow of the cross. No 
wonder He prayed that we might be kept 
from the world. No wonder He went to 
the Father with the cry, “Now come I 
unto thee,” as He prepared to turn the 
gospel over to believers for delivery to the 
lest of this wide world in sin. 


U PON FULL REALIZATION OF 


OUR POSITION in the world, our hearts be- , 


come concerned about effective witness- 
ing. We would follow the divine order for 
our lives, and being Bible-believing, 
blood-bought people, we hold that the 
Bible is the sufficient guide for our faith 
and practice. Here we see the divine 
order for our lives. Where does God place 
witnessing in the order of experiences? 
A quick look at Romans alone will tell us. 
This blessed book is a profound revelation 
of the order of Christian experiences. 

You remember the divisions of the 
truth in Romans. First, there is the dark 
fact of sin. This is followed by salvation. 
The third division is a remarkable setting 
forth of separation. God’s right to rule 
follows, and the book closes with the doc- 
trine of service. Sin, salvation, separa- 
tion, sovereignty, and service. There is 
God’s order! 

Salvation, separation, then witnessing! 
And all the New Testament follows this 
order. Our faith, then, is that, upon be- 
ing regenerated, the Christian must be 
separated from the world unto Christ, 
and that witnessing follows. Our faith 
must be translated into life if we are to 
be faithful witnesses for Christ. 

Separation places the believer upon the 
highest plane of living. The inspired 
apostle Paul revealed to the Corinthians 
that the unsaved man is on the lowest 
level of life, and that the redeemed are 
lifted to the highest spiritual level; but 
the carnal Christian has slipped down to 
a middle level, which is one of constant 
conflict, defeat, and lost power. The 
tragedy of a Christian at his second best 
is seen in lost effectiveness in the su- 
preme matter of witnessing for Christ to 
a lost world. Christ calls to the high 
plateau of spiritual living. 


% 
Pc OUR TESTIMONY TO BE MOST 
EFFECTIVE we must constantly apply the 
“law of doubtful things” (Rom. 14). Love 
has its laws, and one of the most beauti- 
ful and most needful is that of this pas- 
sage, which may be summed up with, 
“None of us liveth to himself” (v. 7). 
“There is an all-to-getherness of life” 
which requires that we consider ourselves 
a part of the whole, and this places upon 
us the responsibility of doing nothing 
which will hurt some other person, or 
cause some one to stumble or be offended. 
This means that our separation must go 
the second mile and that we will surren- 
der even those things which may not be 
wrong in our sight, but which offend 
others and mar our power to bring others 
to Christ as Saviour and Lord. 
But Christians have personal liberty, 
many will say. There is a false liberty 
which hurts, and when exercised it en- 
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slaves. Paul taught that such liberty may 
destroy others. 

The modern mother on a train said, 
“Nurse, I am-rearing the baby the mod- 
ern way. Give him anything he wants. 
Don’t let him cry for things.” Later, the 
child cried, “Give, give, I want.” The 
mother rebuked the nurse without look- 
ing up from her magazine. After a while 
the baby cried*loudly. The mother said, 
“Give it to him.” “Yes,” said the nurse, 
“he’s got it. It’s a bee.” Yes, if you insist, 
you can have some things, but they will 
hurt you in soul and in power to witness 
for Christ. They will ruin your influence. 
They may destroy some soul. 

True liberty is seen in the statement, 
“Even Christ pleased not himself” (Rom. 
15:3). True liberty is the high privilege 
of refusing to please ourselves that we 
may be at our best for Christ and that 
our testimony may be true. True liberty 
is the greatest opportunity to be the best 
and to do the best we possibly can in wit- 
nessing for Christ. 

During these chaotic days of blood, 
sweat, and tears; days when millions are 
dying on land and sea and in the air, and 
when other millions are going forth to 
war, we need to remember that first of 
all we are Christ’s witnesses unto all the 
world, and that we must be faithful.

ODAY, WHEN A MULTITUDE OF 
ORGANIZATIONS are doing much of the work 
the churches used to do, men are asking 
what the churches have that we do not 
have in these temporal organizations. 
And wherever this problem is being met, 
it is being done through a return to sepa- 
ration from sin unto Christ. All that we 
have, after all, is a message bound in 
flesh and blood. We are living epistles, 
known and read of all men (II Cor. 3:2). 
We must be faithful translations of the 
gospel of Christ and of His epistles. 

The revival of the twelfth century was 
led by Francis of Assisi. You think of 
him as the singing evangelist. But back 
of his song was the peace and power of a 
rigid separation. Lighthearted, gay, liv- 
ing in luxury in which he was reared, and 
a leader among the worldly, Francis was 
called of God. He decided to preach, but 
was opposed by his father. He gave up 
his inheritance and in poverty began his 
work. He dressed in rough garments,

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used a piece of rope for a belt, made every 
earthly thing secondary to his concern 
for presenting Christ to the lost, and 
gathered a band of followers who heard 
him preach repentance and faith while 
demanding separation. They followed and 
sang and witnessed. His separation, it is 
said, resulted in a remarkable physical 
reaction. There came into his side, palms, 
and feet marks like those which Jesus 
bore as marks of crucifixion. Is it any 
wonder that the effects of his testimony 
had saving and cleansing power in Europe 
for two centuries! 

And our testimony will be effective in 
this tempestuous age of a thousand voices 
calling to men in confusion, when we 
bear the marks of the Lord Jesus in our 
lives. Our witness will be effective in pro- 
portion to our devotion to the One who 
said, “Ye are my witnesses.”

ARLY in the morning of October 

21, 1942, Captain Edward V. Rick- 

enbacker and seven companions 

left Hickam Field near Honolulu 
by plane for an undesignated island in 
the Pacific Ocean. They took along high 
priority mail, state papers so important 
that no copy of them existed, and per- 
sonal effects that because of sentimental 
reasons were highly prized. That cargo 
under normal conditions would have been 
considered invaluable. 

They had expected an uneventful jour- 
ney. But when the time had elapsed for 
them to arrive at their island destina- 
tion, there was no land in sight. There 
had been some error in their calctla- 
tions. Their radio failing to furnish them 
the necessary aid, they realized they were 
lost. With the supply of precious gaso- 
line rapidly disappearing they began to 
hunt for land, which never appeared. 
During their search they prepared to 
land upon the ocean. They made ready 
the three rubber boats, and they threw 
overboard their invaluable cargo. 

Captain Cherry, the pilot, made a re- 
markable landing on the water, allowing 
time to get free of the flying fortress 
before it sank. Eight men were crowded 
into three small rubber boats. They were 
without water, and with almost no pro- 
tection from the merciless sun in the day 
and from the penetrating cold at night. 
Their food supply of four small oranges 
had been consumed by the sixth day. 
The outlook was dark. Their attempt to 
catch fish had failed completely, and by 
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Captain Eddie Rickenbacker being helped from rescue plane onto stretcher. 


the eighth day they reached the depth 
of despair. 

Sergeant Bartek had taken with him a 
New Testament, which he read from time 
to time. It occurred to Captain Ricken- 
backer, as he watched Bartek read, that 
all of them might profit by reading from 
this source of divine comfort. Hence, 
each morning and each evening the three 
boats were drawn into a triangle, and the 
men took turns reading from the Book. 
Each time someone was sure to read 
Matthew 6:31-34. There was a season of 
prayer. 

On the eighth day the miracle hap- 
pened. A seagull alighted on Ricken- 
backer’s head, while he was dozing with 
his hat pulled well down over his face. 
The gull was captured and defeathered. 
The men -ate the flesh and even gnawed 
the bones. The back and entrails were 
used as fish bait, and soon they had both 
mackerel and sea bass. The fresh sea 
food seemed to satisfy their unspeakable 
craving for water. That night, however, 
rain came and they caught water. 

On the thirteenth day, one of their 
number, who had just recovered from a 
surgical operation, died. This made the 
suffering of these men all the more in- 
tense. : 

But by the twenty-first day all had been 
found and taken to safety. The final 
manifestation of God’s grace was indi- 
cated in the closing event of the episode. 
A small plane sighted their boat, but was 
unable to pick them up. It had to go 
back to the base, and another plane had 
to come back to find this small boat on 
the vast expanse of water. When finally 
this was accomplished, Colonel Adamson 
was placed in the cockpit, and Ricken- 
backer and Bartek were fastened with 
ropes to the wings of the plane. It was 
found that the load was too great for the 
plane. Hence, it was forced to taxi for 
many miles to a surface vessel, into which 
the men were taken for treatment. 





When finally they landed at the South 
Pacific base, Captain Rickenbacker 
turned to Sergeant Bartek with a grim 
smile, and said: “Better thank God for 
your Testament, son. You see what faith 
can do for you.” 


ine ME TO POINT YOU TO 
FOUR GREAT SPIRITUAL LESSONS which, in 
my opinion, are to be gleaned from this 
unusual experience on the vast expanse 
of the Pacific Ocean. 

The first is the lesson of communion. 
Every person in our land can well afford 
to meditate upon the experiences of those 
eight men. There was lacking all evi- 
dence of shame as those strong men gath- 
ered twice each day to read God’s Word 
and pray. Rickenbacker’s account of 
their meetings lead us to feel that they 
prayed in a way that shut out all others, 
as they confessed their sins to God and 
threw themselves upon His mercy. 

Time and again it has been proved 
that men in extremity will pray una- 
shamed. But why wait for such an hour? 
It ought to be the natural thing for men 
and women, especially Christians, to pray 
willingly at every opportunity. But our 
experiences prove the very opposite. Many 
a time even in the comfortable surround- 
ings of a prayer service, in the helpful 
fellowship of kindred spirits, God’s chil- 
dren are hesitant about praying. May 
we learn a lesson from these men on 
rafts! 

When men are in distress they pray. 
The group of passengers on the ill-fated 
Titanic in 1912 turned from frivolity to 
prayer, in the face of impending disaster. 
Colonel W. J. Clear, writing after he had 
had a terrible experience in Bataan, re- 
ported that the sergeant who shared a 
foxhole with him said, “There are no 
atheists in fox holes.” 

But why wait for disaster to pray? 
Remember when surrounded with the 
blessings of life that prayer is beneficial 
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to the individual and is pleasing to God. 

But there is the other means of com- 
munication between God and man. It is 
through the reading of the open Bible. 
Rickenbacker told of learning to pray at 
his mother’s knee, and of attending a 
Sunday school. Thank God for mothers 
who teach their children to pray! And 
thank God, too, for Sunday school teach- 
' ers who are faithful to the Word!

Today for the safety of yourselves and 
your homes, the message of the open 
Bible is as vital to each of you as it was 
to Rickenbacker and his men on a raft. 

Next there is the lesson of compari- 
sons. Hear Rickenbacker’s testimony: 
“Let the moment come when nothing is 
left but life, and you will find that you 
do not hesitate over the fate of material 
possessions, however deeply they may 
have been cherished.” 

There are many people today who are 
literally sacrificing all for the fading 
things of life. How little after all is their 
value! When faced with realities here 
on earth, only one thing counts, and that 
is life. As one reads the story of the 
casting overboard of seemingly valuable 
articles of cargo, he is impressed with 
the lesson of comparisons. Artificial 
standards of value vanish. 

I read recently that in North Africa 
workers are being paid well in money. 
But they are demanding pay in food 
rather than in money, for money is val-

ueless. Only food will sustain life. And 
yet we see people losing all sight of com- 
parative values and literally sacrificing 
their all for a little money that may turn 
to rust on their hands because of its lost 
value. 

Study again the scene of the casting of 
articles of intrinsic value into the ocean, 
never to be recovered, when life was at 
stake. And then remember that Jesus 
said: “What shall it profit a man, if he 
shall gain the whole world, and lose his 
own soul?” (Mark 8:36). Paul recounted 
his attainments, and then said, I “do 
count them but dung” (Phil. 3:8). 

Jesus told the rich young ruler to go 
sell all that he had and give to the poor. 
His possessions were valueless. They 
were only fit to be given away, so small 
was their value. He lacked one thing 
and that one thing was vital. He lacked 
eternal life. 

My sincere plea is that we do some 
sober thinking. Are all the things that 
we hold dear worth the price we are pay- 
ing for them? If we were about to be 
left on the wide ocean to face God and 
the elements for twenty-one days, would 
the world of pleasure, the world of posi- 
tion, the world of possessions be worth 
anything after all? Would not eternal 
things become vastly more important 
than they are now? 

Then why wait for such a time? 
Rather, why not do some sober, clear 
thinking now, and “seek ye first the king- 
dom of God, and his righteousness,” as 
those men read again and again during 
the twenty-one days on a raft? 

God help us, too, to learn the lesson of 
comparisons.

Whatsoever things were written 
aforetime [i.e. in the Old Testament] 
were written for our learning, that 
we through patience and comfort of 
the scriptures might have hope.— 
Romans 15:4 


‘HE Old Testament is a sober book, 

but not a sad book. It has tragedy 

and perplexity for its background, 

yet it never loses hope. There is 
always a way out, whatever the situation. 
How we miss the force of many of its 
messages in times of peace and pros- 
perity! But when we are in “the depths,” 
out of which David brought his psalms; 
where Jeremiah got his optimism; where 
Habakkuk learned the victory of faith; 
where an exercised remnant of a dis- 
credited nation found strength to endure 
both the fire and the water test of the 
exile; from which Ezekiel, sitting dumb 
among the captives of Judah by the wa- 
ters of Babylon, looked into the opened 
heaven and saw the glory of God, then 
will the ancient oracles of God speak to 
us with a living voice, with a strange up- 
to-dateness, and prove their modernity, 
as more than a time-worn tale concocted 
by scribes. 

The Epistle to the Hebrews addresses 
itself to the descendants of a nation upon 
whose back the ploughshare of affliction 
had cut deep its furrows. Their sky was 
overcast with dark forebodings. The first 
rumblings of the disastrous war with 
Rome filled their hearts with anxiety. 
Jerusalem, their chief joy, with the tem- 
ple and its services, which still had such 
a mighty appeal to those Hebrews who 
had come to the faith of Christ, was 
about to pass away. And so the epistle 
recalled an ancient prophecy, found in 
Haggai, which spoke of the end time. 
Though the end was not yet, the prophecy 
had a present application nevertheless, 
which assured the people of God in those 
times, of strain and stress, that even

HE oldest complaint known to the 

human family is the excuse-making 

malady, and it is as prevalent and 

as discrediting today as it was in 
the Garden of Eden. 

Jesus recognized the seriousness of it, 
and made a definite effort to show its ab- 
surd features, as well as its fatality, when 
He told of the three guests who refused 
to come to the great feast to which they 
were invited—one because he had to look 
at the land he had just purchased, an- 
other because he had to try out a new 
yoke of oxen, and the third because he 
had married him a wife and could not 
come. 

Jesus found these excuses culpably ab- 
surd. What do you suppose He thinks of 
those that you and I have been giving 
Him—for not keeping our prayer life 
vital and fragrant, for neglecting to de- 
light ourselves in His Word, for encroach- 
ing on His tithes, for not putting Him 
first in everything and loving our neigh- 
bor as ourselves? What, I say, do you 
suppose He, who can read the very in- 
tents of our hearts, thinks of the flimsy 
excuses we make to Him? 


is MAY HAVE BEEN DONE UNCON- 
SCIOUSLY on the part of the writer of 
Hebrews, whom we believe to have been 
Paul, but he has given us an excellent 
clinic for excuse sufferers—and that takes 
in all of us. The eleventh chapter of 
Hebrews is the building, the verses are 
the rooms, the heroes of faith are the 
consulting physicians, and faith is the 
specific which they all recommend. Come 
with me, if you will, for an introductory 
visit to that clinic. 

Paul himself is there to act as guide, 
having been instructed by the Holy Spirit, 
who moves in and out among the patients 
that have come, endeavoring to get them 
to yield themselves to His advice and 
undertake the treatment. 

Paul first explains what this marvelous 
remedy faith is; then he is ready to as- 
sign the patients to the doctors according 
to their complaints. Confidently they step 
up one by one and give their disease- 
produced excuses, and unhesitatingly he 
assigns them to a physician who is master 
of that type of symptoms. Let us listen 
to them. We may find our own miserable 
alibis among theirs. 

Patient: “I can’t be a consecrated

Christian because of the opposition in my 
family.” 

Paul: “Go tell that to Dr. Abel, who 
was slain as the result of opposition in 
his family, but he worshiped God in the 
prescribed way regardless of such hin- 
drance. Dr. Abel, Room 4, this building.” 

Patient: “It takes all of my time to 
make a living. I have no time to develop 
a Christian life.” 

Paul: “Go tell that to Dr. Enoch, who 
had to wrest his living from the wilder- 
ness, providing everything; yet he found 
time to walk with God. Dr. Enoch, Room 
5, this building. He will show you what 
faith did for him.” 

Patient: “Pardon me, Paul, but wasn’t 
Enoch strong enough spiritually to have 
omitted taking the faith remedy?” 

Paul: “Enoch had this testimony, that 
he pleased God. But without faith it is 
impossible to please him: for he that 
cometh to God must believe that he is, 
and that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him.” 

Patient: “Things don’t happen fast 
enough for me. I want my prayers an- 
swered right now. I’m too up and coming 
to be a Christian.” 

Paul: “See Dr. Noah, Room 7.” 

Dr. Noah laughs at the patient. Fast 
enough, indeed! Noah waited 120 years 
for the realization of his expectations, 
undaunted, perfectly confident, because 
he was living by faith. The patients sent 
to Dr. Noah are many. Hear him laugh 
as he listens to the one who says, “I can’t 
be an all-out Christian because I am 
afraid people will think me eccentric”; 
and to the one who claims, “It is impos- 
sible to live a victorious life in this law- 
less and degenerate age.”

HE DOCTORS IN THIS CLINIC ARE 
VERY ENLIGHTENING, if you just engage 
them in conversation and spend enough 
time with them. Noah, you remember, 
walked with God. One time I said to him, 
“Do you really mean that God would 
want to go walking with an insignificant 
person like me?” And what do you sup- 
pose he said? “When God had the ani- 
mals put in the ark, He did just as much 
for the rabbits as He did for the ele- 
phants. Don’t forget that.” 

Dr. Abraham and Dr. Sarah, his wife, 
have a suite of twelve rooms. They do 
not have to say anything. Just to see 
what they have done with faith is enough. 
Several patients have gone to them say- 
ing that “the Christian life costs too 
much.” But Abraham and Sarah left

home, friends, everything, and followed 
God’s call, not even knowing where they 
were going. A number of patients are 
saying, “I can’t be an out-and-out Chris- 
tian; it would interfere with my busi- 
ness.” But Abraham followed God, start- 
ing all over again in a new country at 
sixty, and became a rich man. He had 
a nephew, Lot, who put business first, 
and he lost not only his business, but 
everything that life held dear. 

Here is a woman telling all who will 
listen that she cannot be a devout fol- 
lower of Christ because she must think 
of her children’s social advantages. But 
Abraham and Sarah would have permit- 
ted God to take their son Isaac’s life, 
knowing that even if the boy should die, 
somehow God would give him back to 
them again. And that is practically what 
happened when Abraham offered Isaac 
on Mount Moriah. 

There is a tradition to the effect that

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Y HUSBAND says there’s no 

absolute proof of evolution,” 
| said the wife of a university 

professor of anatomy to ms, in 
some such words. “It’s a thing that 
pleases the popular mind.” 

Of course it does more than please the 
popular mind, for it appeals to the taste 
of many who pride themselves on “deep 
thinking.” The latter accept evolution 
as a process responsible for the origin 
and development of almost everything in 
organic life and human thought. 

For example: “I understand that you 
don’t believe in evolution,” said my host- 
ess to me in a home where I was visiting. 
She was reported to have a brilliant mind. 
She sat at the table with such a satisfied 
smile, it was plain she waited with some 
ready-made answer to the usual argu- 
ment, that it contradicts the Bible. But 
what influence has a Bible argument on 
a non-believer? I decided not to use that 
argument, and since my other would 
offend her, I refused to tell that. 

“Do! Please do!” she urged brightly. 

“Very well, then,” reluctantly. “In my 
study of mythology, I have found it is 
something that savages believe.” 

She gave a scream, “You are attacking 
my religion!” and she ran into the gar- 
den. 

Her religion? Yes. If any person makes 
a belief out of the evolution of the uni- 
verse—that is, all life including man 
evolving up out of a jellylike substance 
from primeval waters by hook, crook, 
or what not—consistency demands the 
teaching that the religious instinct could 
not have existed actively in jelly pro- 
toplasm, but must have evolved inside 
the evolving bestial thing that emerged 
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from the primitive slime. Thus evolution 
becomes the foundation of a belief. 

Savages and more cultured pagans have 
believed in some form of evolution from 
ages past. Their religious tales, which 
we call myths, recount this over and 
over. Students of world myths, of whom 
I am one, having for years either lectured 
or written on mythology, know that evo- 
lution was, and still is, a prime theme of 
heathen teachings. 

Let us follow the subject along a little 
—only a very little, because there is such 
a mass of evidence in world myths that 
we can barely touch on it in this small 
space. 


F IRST OF ALL LET US SEE WHY 
EVOLUTION PLEASES. ; 

“The popular mind,” or general run of 
folk down the ages, has delighted to let 
its fancy run wild in tales about how cre- 
ation began. Pagan priests have made the 
most of this, and people have followed 
them like sheep. Men whose names have 
been lost in the passage of time have 
composed schemes of creation based on 
evolution. 

Generation to generation these pagan 
tales, or myths, have been passed around 
the earth by migrants, storytellers, sol- 
diers, captives, wandering peddlers, and 
the world grapevine. The general run of 
folk has swallowed these tales whole. The 
evolution in them pleased. 

Why does evolution please? For one 
thing it is easy thinking. It makes it 
easy to think one thinks. A sort of 
mechanical logic. Chain thinking, one 
related thing following another; some- 
thing from nothing, something from 
something. Then there is the popular 
way of telling that gratifies ear and 
brain; chant or rhythm, test of memory 
with persuasive repetitions. 

Think of the chain stories like “The 
House That Jack Built,” that enthrall 
children. How absorbed they are when 
listening; the quick rebuke if a word is 
changed or a linking thought omitted! 
Chain thinking has pleased down the 
ages not only children, but the general 
run of folk. It appears in pagan myths, 
in folk tales and rhymes. 

Such popular rhythm with chain rea- 
soning has been made use of for ages by 
savages and cultured pagans to carry 
along their pet doctrines of evolution, 
which please brain and ear. 

Very odd creation fancies pleased the 
pagan childish imagination. One odd idea 
was that the earth we walk on is alive. 
This connects with the teachings of 
modern evolution. Are we human beings 
moving about among thinking plants and 
trees? Pagan teaching said so; modern 
evolution hints it. 

Greek Plato put it thus about three 
hundred years before Christ: “This world 
came to be, by the god’s providence, in 


very truth, a living creature with soul 
and reason.” 

And this links perfectly with modern 
evolution, for recently Professor J. A. 
Thomson, regius professor of Natural 
History at the University of Aberdeen, 
Scotland, asserted in his Gospel of Evo- 
lution, “Indeed, many facts suggest the 
conclusion that wherever there is life, 
there is some degree of mind even in 
plants.” 

This thoughtful verdure of Professor 
Thomson’s was evolved up from jelly 
protoplasm scumming primitive waters 
in the very beginning, according to his 
Gospel of Evolution. 

Up out of waters at the beginning of 
the world, according to many pagan reli- 
gious tales, as well as to modern evolu- 
tion, came all life. 

A false echo this, surely, of the biblical 
account (Gen. 1; II Pet. 3:5-7). Historical 
events that have fundamentally con- 
cerned all mankind at the beginning must 
have left some echoes. That had to be. 
We find echoes in pagan myths of the 
Flood, the promise of the Messiah, the 
existence of the one God. This is in- 
herited knowledge of all mankind. These 
echoes are witnesses to the truth. 


Flee THE UNLEASHED RUNA- 
WAY PAGAN IMAGINATION worked upon some 
of these historic truths may be seen 
from the following evolutionary example. 

The Chaldeans, mentioned in the Old 
Testament, taught that in the beginning 
the universe was “water and mud; herein 
all manner of mixed monsters with hu- 
man heads, goat’s horns, four legs and 
tails, bred confusedly.” 

Myths of many other people the world 
around taught how the earth was evolved 
from primitive waters by the help of an 
animal of sorts. Even today some Amer- 
ican natives of the North Pacific coast 
relate how the muskrat dived down into 
those mysterious waters and brought up 
a mouthful of mud from which the earth 
evolved. The number of such primitive 
creation myths is legion—mysterious 
seas, magic means, growing earth—while 
in the Chaldean myth appear mixed spe- 
cies enough to supply modern evolution. 

Professor Thomson in his Gospel of 
Evolution deftly refers to the missing 
part that should clasp his would-be chain 
of evolution together. 

“One cannot see,” he remarks, “the 
emergence of the first birds [in the evo- 
lutionary chain] from a stock of extinct 
dinosaur reptiles. From the nature of 
the case, that can never be proved, and 
yet one is as certain of the fact as one 
can be about any prehistoric event.” The 
professor’s argument is a fact that can- 
not be proved! It is to be noted, too, 
that according to his logic, no prehistoric 
event can be proved! 

In spite of facts unprovable, he draws

a vivid picture of lively speculative green 
flagellates whipping about on primitive 
seas—no Creator in sight—first living 
things, “originators of the vegetable king- 
dom,” and probably a thinking one at 
that, out of the nowhere by luck, crook. 
or what not. 

And up from his scummy seas came 
life link by link, and missing link too, 
something from nothing, something from 
that something, and something else, so 
on till the evolutionary chain, broken in 
two, reached man. And who knows what 
our next quaint evolutionary form will 
be? 

“Evolution is like this,” explained a 
well-known naturalist to me, seeking to 
persuade, and measuring with his hands:

missing 
Even he, like other evolutionists, has 
to admit the missing evidence. And if a 
chain is only as strong as its weakest 
link, how strong is a chain where its most 
important link is gone altogether? A 
miss surely is as good as a mile! 


oo US TAKE ONE LOOK AT THE 
MODERN evolutionist’s own creation, not 
God’s, of course; He does not count 
in such a scheme. Primitive waters, 
scummed over with jellylike substance, 
that surged and developed something 
alive from nothing at all, something from 
something, till those jelly-glazed waters 
—like in the Chaldean pagan myth—were 
a menagerie of living freaks in early 
stages of evoluting; then were spued out 
as beginnings of monsters from which 
emerged man through evoluting apish 
forms. These freaks left no imprint at 
all on the geological rock records so 
richly full of imprints and evidences of 
God’s creation in the beginning. Freaks, 
that resemble a cartoon, a child’s comic 
strip! Tell us, we may ask the modern 
evolutionist, why is there not abundance 
of concrete evidence in the rocks, proving 
an unbroken linking transition, according 
to modern evolution, of the human spe- 
cies from the beginning of time? And 
why do countless acres of jellyfish still 
cover sea surface, and none in stages of 
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evolution? As are the jellyfish today, so 
they have been since creation! 

Here we have it! The real thing! And 
the Polynesians have it! 

“In the beginning is the primeval void 
in which arises a swelling, a seething, a 
dark surging, a whirling, a bubbling, and 
a swallowing,” from which is evolved the 
universe. 

This is Dr. R. B. Dixon, professor of 
Anthropology at Harvard, writing. About 
modern evolution? Not at all, but about 
the age-old Polynesian evolutionary 
myths—religious tales—believed in by the 
pagan Polynesians. He adds that the 
evolutionary motive has been shown to 
be well developed both in New Zealand, 
Hawaii, and the Marquesas—all Polyne- 
sian. 

The New Zealand religion is a fully 
developed pagan doctrine of evolution. 
It is rhythmic, it is linked. They “begin 
with nothing which produced something” 
—just as the professor does in his Gospel 
of Evolution—“‘and that brought forth

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something more and generated a power 
of increasing,” so states that authorita- 
tive book on New Zealand natives, Te Ika 
A Maui.

The power of increasing; 

The living breath;

And the superscription of his accusa- 
lion was written over, THE KING 


HEN Pilate wrote the title and 

placed it over the cross he 

made known to the world that 

this was the only accusation 
that had been brought against our Lord 
Jesus. All the foolish statements that 
had been made at His trial by the angry 
Jews were thrown out of the records. This 
one accusation remained, that He was the 
King of the Jews. 

In bitter hatred men stood about the 
cross and mocked at the sufferings of 
our Lord and derided Him, while they 
forgot the wicked men who were crucified 
with Him. He was the King of the Jews. 
It was not just because “he said he was 
king of the Jews” that He was so bitterly 
condemned. If it had been the loyalty 
of the Jews to the Roman empire that 
moved them to condemn Him because He 
said He was King of the Jews, then that 
same loyalty would have demanded the 
death of the “notable prisoner called 
Barabbas” (Matt. 27:16), “Barabbas, 
which lay bound with them that had 
made insurrection with him, who had 
committed murder in the insurrection” 
(Mark 15:7). This same Greek word for 
insurrection is rendered sedition in Luke 
23:25 and Acts 24:5. Barabbas and those 
who lay bound with him had made some 
demonstration against the Roman gov- 
ernment in which they had committed 
murder. But the Lord Jesus was God’s 
King of the Jews, and man is always a 
rebel at heart against God. 


= IS THE FATHER OF ALL 
JEW-HATRED, and at the cross of our Lord 
Jesus he manifested this hatred through 
men whom he controlled. This hatred 
of the Jews and of the King of the Jews 
has never ceased. It was as the King of 
the Jews that He died to become our 
Saviour, and it will be as the King of the 
Jews that He will come to redeem the 
world. You cannot separate that title, 
“the King of the Jews,” from our Lord 
as your Saviour! 

How can you be in agreement with the 
satanic hatred of wicked men of today 
and the satanic would-be world rulers 
who hate the Jews, and at the same time 
say you love the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
King of the Jews? God the Father calls 
our Lord Jesus, My King, and says, “Yet 
have I set my king upon my holy hill of 
Zion” (Ps.

Have 
you pictured Him in your own mind as 
He suffered on the cross for your sins? 
Then look up and read what was written 
just above His head as He suffered there 
for you, His accusation as He died for 
you. Ask yourself before God, How can 
a Christian hate the Jew? 

Judging by the satanic hatred that is 
seething in the hearts of wicked men 
today, it would please Satan and his fol- 
lowers if they could crucify the King of 
the Jews again in the same way.

It @ 
was signed by King Ahasuerus 
and sent to “every people after their 
language.” “Letters were sent by posts 
into all the king’s provinces, to destroy, 
to kill, and to cause to perish, all Jews, 
both young and old, little children and 
women, in one day” (Esther 3:12, 13). This 
is a picture of Satan’s heart about three 
thousand years ago. Has he changed 
since then? Do you have any desire to 
be classed with him and his dupes? God 
overruled this plan of Satan’s and an- 
other proclamation was sent out to pro- 
tect the Jews. 

Nebuchadnezzar, the great king of 
Babylon, was used by Satan as a tool to 
issue a decree in many languages that 
was really aimed at the Jews, although 
the king did not realize it.

fiery furnace” (Dan. 3:4-6). 

We all remember what happened at 
that time, how again a second decree was 
issued later in which the king humbly 
confessed his error to the same nations 
in many languages. The whole of the 
fourth chapter of Daniel was written to 
tell how the king was humbled. Nebu- 
chadnezzar closed his decree with the 
words, “Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise 
and extol and honor the King of heaven, 
all whose works are truth, and his ways 
judgment: and those that walk in pride 
he is able to abase” (Dan. 4:37).

PHASIS ON THE WRITING over the cross. Its 
importance is shown by the fact that it 
is carefully recorded in all of 

© the four Gospels. It was writ- 
ten in three languages, and 
this would no doubt account 
for the slight difference in the 
wording. We believe that John 

in his interpretation of the 
title has recorded the Hebrew 
inscription. This is not the 
usual thought of Bible schol- 
ars. They come to their con- 
clusions, it seems to us, not 
from a study of the inscrip- 
tions, but from the fact that Matthew, 
for instance, wrote for the Jews, and 
they conclude that he would naturally 
record the writing as it was written in 
Hebrew. But from the following facts 
we have come to the conclusion that 
John wrote what was recorded in Hebrew. 

In John’s Gospel we are told that 
“Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the 
cross. And the writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of the Jews: 
for the place where Jesus was crucified 
was nigh to the city: and it was written 
in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin” (John 
19:19, 20). This is the only one of the 
four Gospels that gives the words of the 
title as “Jesus of Nazareth.” This is 
strictly Jewish. It is the title they have 
chosen to give Him while He is in rejec- 
tion. It is the name of rebellion. 

The number thirteent in Scripture is 
generally used in connection with some 
mention of rebellion. This name “Jesus

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Ten Principles of 


Divine Guidance 


An Exposition of 
Acts 11:5-18 


HE Book of Acts furnishes abun- 
dant light on how to receive un- 
mistakable divine guidance. 

According to the tenth and elev- 
enth chapters the apostle Peter had been 
led to go to the house of Cornelius the 
Gentile, whom Peter, being divinely led, 
had the joy of leading to a saving knowl- 
edge of the Lord Jesus Christ. Ten safe 
and sane principles of divine guidance 
run through this divinely inspired narra- 
tive. 

Guidance Through Prayer (11:5). Pe- 
ter said, “I was in the city of Joppa pray- 
ing.” The first thing to do in order to 
learn the will of God is to pray. The 
Word of God emphasizes this wonderful 
truth in the Epistle of James where we 
read, “If any of you lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God, that giveth to all men liber- 
ally, and upbraideth not; and it shall be 
given him” (James 1:5). We should not 
do our own planning and ask the Lord to 
bless our plans, but we should ask Him 
to reveal His will to us, and then obey 
(Jer. 33:3). 

Guidance Through the Mind (v. 6). “I 
considered, and saw.” The root from 


‘which the word considered comes means 


intellect, and to think. Peter did not de- 
pend on impressions nor feelings; nor did 
he allow his mind to become passive or a 
blank; but he used his mind, or intellect. 

We should never come to a hasty deci- 
sion when we need the Lord’s help, but 
consider our problems from every angle. 
All supposed guidance must be given the 
acid test of divine revelation. “Ponder 
the path of thy feet, and all thy ways 
shall be ordered aright” (Prov. 4:26, 
marg.). Paul writes: “Consider what I 
say; for the Lord will give thee under- 
standing in all things” (II Tim. 2:7, 1911 
Bible marg.). 

Guidance Through the Word of God 
(v. 7). The apostle “heard a voice.” We 
now hear His voice through His inspired 
Word. There is a possibility of our so 
neglecting the reading, and consequently 
disobeying the Word of God, that it will 
be utterly impossible for us to hear and 
understand the voice of the Lord when 
He speaks. 

We must not only hear the Word of 
God, but we must obey Him when He 
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speaks. “Be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only, deceiving your own 
selves” (James 1:22). If we read His 
Word faithfully with an open and obe- 
dient heart, we shall be able to pray con- 
sistently, “Order my steps in thy word” 
(Ps. 119:133). Then shall we know what 
Isaiah meant when he wrote: “Thine 
ears shall hear a word behind thee, say- 
ing, This is the way, walk ye in it, when 
ye turn to the right hand, and when ye 
turn to the left” (Isa. 30:21). 

Guidance Through Caution (vv. 8-10). 
Peter was very cautious when he said, 
“Not so, Lord.” He was not unwilling to 
obey the Lord; neither did he think that 
he knew more than the Lord; but he was 
determined not to allow himself to be 
misguided. The Lord did not condemn 
nor blame Peter for being slow to act. 
He was honest in his conviction, and the 
Lord was ready to lead him a step at a 
time. Peter was already being delivered 
from some of his impulsiveness which 
was so prominent in his life before he 
was filled with the Holy Spirit on the day 
of Pentecost. 

Guidance Through Providential Cir- 
cumstances (v. 11). “There were three 
men already come into the house where 
I was.” God had prepared Peter’s heart 
and mind for a clearer revelation of His 
will. Their presence dispelled Peter’s 
doubts about the meaning of the vision 
given to him while hz was praying on 
the housetop of Simon, the tanner of 
Joppa (Acts 10:17, 18). The Holy Spirit 
had said to Peter, “Behold three men 
seek thee ...for I have sent them” 
(Acts 10:19, 20). Outward circumstances 
must always harmonize with inner reve- 
lations if they are given to us by the Lord. 

Guidance by the Holy Spirit (v. 12). 
“The Spirit bade me go with them, noth- 
ing doubting.” Being led by the Spirit is 
a proof of sonship, since “as many as are 
led by the Spirit of God, they are the 
sons of God” (Rom. 8:14). Note what 
Paul says about children (Eph. 4:14), but 
not about sons, who are matured chil- 
dren. Peter was not being led by mere 
impressions, since he, being a converted 
Jew, was not favorably impressed with 
salvation being offered to the Gentiles. 
Inward impressions cannot always be

trusted. The Holy Spirit’s guidance is 
always plain and clear. “The Spirit said 
unto him [Peter], Behold, three men seek 
thee. Arise therefore, and get thee down, 
and go with them, doubting nothing: for 
I have sent them” (Acts 10:19, 20). Note 
here that the Holy Spirit’s guidance is 
free from doubts. “Go with them, douwbdt- 
ing nothing.” The Spirit can only guide 
a surrendered and obedient life (Acts 
5:32). Our motives must always be pure 
and unselfish (Gal. 5:17, 18; James 4:3). 

Guidance by Confirmation (vv. 13, 14). 
“And he [Cornelius] showed us how he 
had seen an angel... which stood and 
said unto him, Send men to Joppa, and 
call for ... Peter; who shall tell thee 
words, whereby thou and all thy house 
shall be saved.” So we see that we are 
saved when we believe words (John 5:24). 
The testimony of Cornelius confirmed the 
testimony of Peter. Both were led to meet 
one another by divine appointment. 

Even though Cornelius was “a devout 
man, and one that feared God with all 
his house, which gave much alms to the 
people, and prayed to God alway” (Acts 
10:2), he was an unsaved man before he 
sent for Peter, who was to tell him words 
that would bring salvation to him and to 
his household. Those who tell us that 
Cornelius had been saved, but was to 
receive the Holy Spirit subsequent to his 
conversion, are in error. All saved souls 
have the Holy Spirit abiding in them 
(Rom. 8:9; I Cor. 6:19). 

Guidance Through Comparison (v. 15). 
“The Holy Spirit fell on them, as on us 
at the beginning,’ that is, on the day of 
Pentecost. That settles the question once 
for all about why Cornelius spoke with 
tongues. Cornelius, the Gentile, passed

FELLOWSHIP HOUR

IODAY is Tuesday and that means 
"[ Petiowsntp Hour” night. This is the 
thought of quite a few enlisted men, a 
few army nurses and civilians on Tues- 
day of any given week. To the reader, 
Fellowship Hour could mean any number 
of things, but to us it means fellowship 
with God and fellow Christians. 

At 7:30 p.m., men and women begin 
heading for Chapel No. 6 in the Replace- 
ment Training Center at Fort Sill, and 
by 8:15 anywhere from thirty-five to our 
record attendance of fifty are present, 
singing the good old gospel songs and 
choruses, praying, testifying, or giving 
short talks on favorite passages of Scrip- 
ture or concerning some particular bless- 
ing they have received during the past 
week. 

Requests have come to have the gath- 
ering twice a week, or at least longer than 
the hour on Tuesday. For fear of killing 
the interest, however, it shall continue 
on in its present schedule—the opening 
chorus, “Every Day with Jesus,” at 8:00, 
and the same chorus for closing at 9:00. 
Into this hour is crowded more gospel 
than any hour in the Army. Never a dull 
moment, always a song, a chorus, a testi- 
mony, a prayer, or something spiritual. 
It gives men and women the strength so 
much needed in this present crisis. Many 
have testified to the fact that they never 
expected such a blessing in the Army. 
How glad we are that the Fellowship 
Hour was started some few months ago 
through the leading of the Holy Spirit. 

Although the meeting is officially over 
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at 9:00, it is always closer to 10:00 before 
the lights are turned off and the doors 
closed at the chapel. A group gathers 
around the piano and sings more songs 
or choruses; other groups of two or 
three are here and there getting better 
acquainted, telling of the great love of 
Christ, helping some one to understand 
better a particular passage of Scripture, 
etc. One man has made a public confes- 
sion of faith, and we will never know how 
many Christians have been strengthened 
and brought closer to the Lord. From 
this hour has come a prayer meeting, 
held on Thursday evenings; a young 
people’s prayer meeting at one of the 
churches in nearby Lawton where some 
of the group attend; and an open-air 
meeting on the court house lawn on Sat- 
urday evenings. We covet Christian 
prayers for these meetings. It might be 
mentioned here that we have a number 
of former Moody students and a gradu- 
ate as a backbone for these meetings. 

We know this idea will work in other 
camps too, and we take this opportunity 
to urge other chaplains to start such an 
hour and see how God will use and bless 
it to the glory of His name. 





FROM A BIBLE CLASS LETTER 


Such striking and significant news from 
one of the camps has recently reached us 
that we feel it would be stimulating to 
every man if he could know of it; hence 
the general character of this letter. The 
effect of the recital of this incident in 
class a few weeks ago was so profound 





that it is still being felt and referred to 
by those present as among the outstand- 
ing experiences of their lives. 

The story, briefly, is this. A young 
chaplain from our church, newly appoint- 
ed, was assigned to an organization in 
which his evangelistic type of preaching 
caused considerable ridicule on the part 
of many men, including some of his fel- 
low chaplains, and definitely aggressive 
opposition on the part of his regimental 
commander. Nevertheless, this chaplain 
stood his ground and continued to preach 
the gospel of salvation through the blood 
of Christ only, until on a certain occa- 
sion he preached a sermon on “The Un- 
forgiveable Sin.” The invitation brought 
no response, and the ridicule of the fel- 
lows and the abuse-of the commanding 
officer were unusually severe. 

In spite of this, at his next preaching 
opportunity he again gave the invitation 
as usual, and imagine, if you can, his 
amazement at the sight of his colonel 
coming down the aisle with tears in his 
eyes and saying he had come “in fear and 
ignorance seeking the Lord.” After a few 
evenings of instructing the C.O. in the 
Christian life, the young chaplain had 
the great joy of baptizing his colonel in 
a church of a nearby city. 

Now here is the big sequel. Shortly 
after his experience with his C.O., an- 
other colonel stopped this lad and asked 
for information along the same line, and 
now he is under instruction three nights 
each week looking forward to being bap- 
tized soon. 

We pass this on to all of our boys in 
service, because we feel it is a marvelous 
manifestation of the power of the Holy 
Spirit when given free course in the life 
of one who is wholly surrendered to His 
will. 

It is our earnest prayer that if you have 
not yet taken Christ as your Saviour, you 
will, without delay, follow the example of 
these strong men of high rank and posi- 
tion. If Christ is already your Lord and 
Master, this demonstration of His power 
in a Spirit-filled life will surely gladden 
your soul and give you courage to make 
your life an effective witness for Him.

THE FIGHT FOR THE LORD’S DAY 
MONG problems made more acute for 
British churches by the war is that 
of preserving the sacred distinctiveness 
of the Lord’s Day. Mobilization of such 
a large proportion of our people for the 
armed forces, civil defense, and other 
forms of service, has seriously interfered 
with regular attendance at public wor- 
ship. Most munitions factories are work- 
ing seven days a week, while the pro- 
duction of food and other essentials has 
caused a similar increase in Sunday la- 
bor. Much of this interference with the 
day of rest is doubtless inevitable, but 
authorities often permit, and even en- 
courage, much secular activity on Sun- 
day which could well be avoided. 

At the moment, however, Christian 
people are much more concerned with 
the efforts of the amusement industry to 
obtain government sanction for the li- 
censing of stage plays and variety shows 
on the Lord’s Day. A few years ago 
Parliament, despite strong opposition by 
Christian bodies, gave power to local gov- 
erning councils to permit Sunday open- 
ing of cinemas, if a poll of citizens in the 
district favored it. An attempt in 1941 
to obtain the opening of theaters for 
stage plays, under the plea of providing 
entertainment for the troops, was de- 
feated by only a narrow majority in the 
House of Commons. 

Now theater owners and other cham- 
pions of a secular Sunday are making 
another bid for Sunday theaters. The 
proposal, I am glad to say, is being 
fought by all Protestant bodies. Many 
actors—some say the great majority—are 
also strongly against a seven-day theater 
for commercial purposes, though a num- 
ber of them expressed a willingness to 
entertain soldiers on Sundays without 
remuneration, or to give their services 
for a charitable object, provided the 
whole of the takings were given to the 
cause specified. This, of course, is a con- 
cession which evangelically-minded be- 
lievers cannot support, for their stand is 
taken on the ground that Sunday is not 
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a day for entertainment at all, but 
should be regarded as a God-given op- 
portunity for worship and spiritual ac- 
tivities. 

At the moment of writing the question 
is not yet settled, but the outlook is not 
unhopeful from our point of view. It is 
even thought that Parliament, in view 
of the strong division of opinion, may 
not allow the subject again to be debated. 

Recognizing the strength of Christian 
conviction arrayed against them, the agi- 
tators are now modifying their original 
demands. Instead of seeking the virtual 
repeal of Acts of Parliament safeguard- 
ing Sunday observance, they suggest that 
in places where local authorities approve, 
Sunday stage plays should be allowed on 
behalf of charity, only “reasonable ex- 
penses” being deducted from box office 
receipts. 

This compromise is regarded by most 
evangelicals as little more than a device 
to insert the thin edge of the wedge. The 
maintenance of Sunday observance is 
vital to the English-speaking nations at 
all times, but especially at this juncture 
when the war is making an unpreced- 
ented demand upon our spiritual capital, 
and that demand may be even greater 
in the critical days of reconstruction at 
the end of hostilities.

when Sarah saw Abraham start off to- 
ward the mountain with Isaac that morn- 
ing and guessed what he intended to do, 
she almost fainted. And when six long 
days and five seemingly endless nights 
had passed before she saw them return- 
ing with Isaac safe and sound, the emo- 
tional strain was so great that she had a 
stroke of paralysis from which she never 
recovered. But never once had she tried 
to call them back. Not once had she sent 
a servant to see what was happening. 
“By faith Sarah .. .,” says Paul. 

And what did Isaac think of a mother 
who would let his life be taken without 
interfering, just because God seemed to 
be asking it? In all the records of the 
patriarchs there is no picture of a son’s 
devotion which compares in its beauty 
with that of Isaac to Sarah. When, at 
forty, he married, it was to the long 
empty tent of his sainted mother that he 
brought his bride, and then for the first 
time since her death he was comforted 
for the loss of her who had loved him so 
much that she would not let even life 
itself stand between him and God’s will 
for him.

TEACHING PASTORS 

With Bibles open, let us study together 
Ephesians 4:11, 12. The words “pastors” 
and “teachers” are in a construction in 
the Greek text which shows that they re- 
fer not to two separate individuals, but to 
one. The word “pastor” is from sony 
(poimén), which in secular Greek refers 
to a herdsman, especially a shepherd. 
Thus what a true shepherd is to his 
sheep, a pastor should be to his people. 
He should feed them, lead them, guard 
them. Our Lord uses the same word in 
John 10:11, “J am the shepherd, the good 
one. The shepherd, the good one, lays 
down his life for the sheep.” The pastor 
after God’s own heart is one that lays 
down his life on the altar of a sacrificed 
life for his people. In his pastoral care 
over God’s flock, one of his chief minis- 
tries is that of teaching the Word to 
them. Our word “didactic” comes from 
the Greek word translated “teacher”’— 
bid5acxados (didaskalos). He is to have a 
didactic ministry. That is, a large part of 
his ministry will be in the form of Bible 
instruction to the saints. 

The purpose of this instruction we find 
in the word “perfecting.” It is xarapritw 
(katartiz6), which means “to equip some- 
one or something so that it might serve 
the purpose or do the work for which it 
was intended.” The word “ministry” is 
from é:axovia (diakonia), which means 
“service, ministering.” Thus the pastor is 
a specialist, concentrating upon a teach- 
ing ministry, the purpose of which is to 
equip the saints in his church to do the 
work of ministering the Word. Thus he 
multiplies himself. The instructed saints 
become personal soul-winners, they en- 
gage in open-air meetings, they teach 
Bible classes, they go out in gospel teams 
to take the Word to other places. But 
this cannot be accomplished merely in a 
Lord’s Day morning sermon that is di- 
dactic in nature. Bible classes and prac- 
tical work classes need to be held during 
the week, the pastor, the teacher, train- 
ing his people to engage in Christian 
service. That is God’s plan for the opera- 
tion of the local church. 

As for the pastor, he should be a spe- 
cialist. His motto should be that of the 
apostles, “But we will give ourselves con- 
tinually to prayer, and to the ministry of 
the word” (Acts 6:4). The translation 
reads, And He Himself gave the apostles, 
and the prophets, and the evangelists, 
and the teaching pastors, for the equip- 
ping of the saints for ministering work, 
resulting in the building up of the body 
of Christ.

Jacob,” his son; and “by faith Joseph,” 
his grandson. 

Patient: “It is no use for me to try to 
give myself to God. He has forgotten 
me.” 

Paul: “Tell that to Dr. Joseph, Room 
22.””, God left Joseph in prison for thir- 
teen years while He was getting him 
ready to be the prime minister of Egypt 
for eighty years, but Joseph did not know 
the reason (cf. Gen. 41:46; 50:26). 

Patient: “I might be disinherited if I 
became too religious.” 

Paul: “Tell that to Dr. Moses, Room 
24. He refused his royal Egyptian in- 
heritance that he might share the suf- 
ferings of God’s people, ‘esteeming the 
reproach of Christ greater riches than 
the treasures in Egypt’; and he did it by 
faith.” 

Patient: “I am unfit to become an as- 
sociate of church people. I bear the 
stigma of the underworld.” 

Paul: “Tell that to Dr. Rahab, Room 
31.” She lived down the name “harlot” 
and came to be known as a heroine of 
faith, a saint on God’s great honor roll. 

Patient: “I can’t become an ardent 
Christian because my husband is not re- 
ligiously inclined and I do not want to 
outclass him.” 

Paul: “Tell that to Dr. Barak, Room 
32.” Some authorities believe that Barak 
was Lapidoth, Deborah’s husband. Both 
names mean lightning, and that is what 
Barak became after Deborah did her 
duty and gave him no peace until he was 
willing to go up against the enemies of 
the Lord. It was his duty as well as hers. 
Wife, are you cheating that husband of 
yours out of triumphant success for God 
by holding back in these matters? 

Patient: “I haven’t the means to do 
Christian work.” 

Paul: “Tell that to Dr. Gideon, Room 
32.” God could not use Gideon until he 
got rid of almost everything he had, but 
he won a great victory for God by faith. 

Several patients: “But these are peril- 
ous times; to be a Christian, out-and-out 
for Christ, may mean persecution and 
suffering.” 

Paul: “Tell that to the martyrs, my 
friends, who through faith subdued king- 
doms, though they were destitute, afflict- 
ed, tormented; of whom the world was 
not worthy.” It was this same Paul who 
said, “None of these things move me.... 
I have fought a good fight, I have fin- 
ished my course, I have kept the faith: 
henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness” (Acts 20:24; II 
Tim. 4:7, 8); and it may be yours also, 
if you will.

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MOHANDAS K. GANDHI 

T the time of this writing the 
popular little Hindu leader, Mr. 
Gandhi, is just completing another of 
his much publicized fasts. Many of our 
readers have a keen curiosity to know 
what it is all about. Whatever possesses 
one to engage in such a peculiar method 
of political propaganda? And, too, most 
of the readers of the Moopy MONTHLY 
would like to know whether it is true, as 
represented in some quarters, that Mr. 

Gandhi is an outstanding Christian. 
The first question is not easily an- 
swered to the satisfaction of the aver- 
age Western mind. Mr. Gandhi’s be- 
havior, in prolonged fasting, is an ex- 
pression of the peculiar type of oriental 
psychology. Fasting might be practiced 
as a penance for one’s own personal 
faults, or as a means toward one’s 
spiritual refinement. Such fasting has 
been common in connection with all of 
the religions of the world. Anything of 
that kind would be a purely private mat- 
ter. But Mr. Gandhi’s fasts—and this is 
the ninth of the kind—have a decided 
public aspect. This seemingly strange 
method of propaganda has been adopted 
to stir up sympathy and support for 
some social or political movement which 
the doughty little reformer has espoused. 
Such tactics would fail painfully over 
here in America, but in India it works, 

and works powerfully.

mentous compromises, just by one 
shriveled-up little man threatening— 
with all seriousness—to starve himself to 
death. 

The present occasion is like this: Just 
at the critical moment when _ the 
Japanese were threatening to push into 
India, Mr. Gandhi, as one of the out- 
standing Nationalist leaders, demanded 
that Britain grant immediate and un- 
conditional independence to India. The 
demand not being granted, Mr. Gandhi 
called upon his followers to engage in a 
campaign of civil disobedience. Knowing 
from past experience that this would 
unquestionably lead to violence, the gov- 
ernment apprehended Gandhi and im- 
prisoned him—not in an ordinary prison, 
but in a most sumptuous palace. The 
detention was merely technical, but 
nevertheless highly displeasing to the 
reformer and his followers. He demanded 
unconditional release, backed by the Na- 
tionalist party numbering some four or 
five millions. As a final argument the 
noted faster announced that he would 
swallow nothing for a period of twenty- 
one days, except water and small quanti- 
ties of citrus fruit juices. 

The British government has thus been 
called upon to make a choice between 
either letting India fall into a confused 
bedlam or letting Gandhi run the risk 
of starving himself to death. To turn the 
vast masses of India loose at the present 
moment would precipitate a catastrophe 
of immeasurable proportions likely to 
wreck not only India, but the whole 
Orient, and unquestionably bring cer- 
tain defeat to the allied nations in the 


present world struggle. 


A Pronounced Hindu 

The second question, “Is Mr. Gandhi 
a Christian?” can be best answered, not 
by citing the opinions of certain modern- 
istic missionaries, but by quoting Mr. 
Gandhi’s own statements. A few brief 
quotations from his writings will suffice; 
for example: 

“Hinduism, as I know it, entirely satis- 
fies my soul, fills my whole being; and I 
find a solace in the Bhagvad Gita and 
Upanishads that I miss even in the 
Sermon on the Mount. 

“There was a time when I was waver- 
ing between Hinduism and Christianity. 
When I recovered my balance of mind. 
I felt that to me salvation was possible 
only through the Hindu religion, and my 
faith in Hinduism grew deeper and more 
enlightening. 

“T cannot set Christ on a solitary 
throne, because I believe God has been 
incarnated again and again. 

“T don’t disbelieve in idol worship. An 
idol does not incite any feeling of ven- 
eration in me. But I think idol worship 
is part of human nature. I do not con- 
sider idol worship a sin. 

“Cow protection (and worship) is the 
gift of Hinduism to the world. And 
Hinduism will live so long as there are 
Hindus to protect the cow. The way to 
protect the cow is to die for her. 

“Certainly the great faiths held by the 
people of India are adequate for her 
people. India stands in no need of con- 
version from one faith to another.” 


Rejects the Claims of Christ 

So, it is quite clear that, notwith- 
standing his education in a British uni- 
versity and his thorough familiarity with 
the Christian Scriptures, this son of 
India prefers Hinduism, with all its 
spiritual darkness, abominable idolatries, 
and moral corruption. It will be generally 
agreed, however, that Mr. Gandhi is 
really better than his religion. This is 
due to his being exposed to at least the 
indirect influence of Christian precept 
and example. 

In the light of his own clear pro- 
nouncements, how foggy must be the 
mind of one who declares that “Gandhi 
is the greatest Christian yet produced in 
India”! Alas, that one with such a 
brilliant mind and forceful personality 
should know so much of truth, and yet 
not accept Jesus Christ as Saviour and 
Lord! 





MAROONED IN NEW GUINEA 

The world’s attention has been focused 
on the eastern end—the British portion— 
of the immense island of New Guinea, 
where General MacArthur’s forces have 
been beating the Japanese at their own 
game. But at the other end of the island, 
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in the highlands of the Dutch territory, 
a few pioneer missionaries of the Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance have been 
carrying on, completely cut off from the 
outside world except by radio. Walter 
Post, writing to Rev. C. L. Eicher of 
Chicago, says in part: 

“We know you will be surprised to get 
a letter from this part of the world. We 
are deeply thankful to the Lord for 
permitting us to continue our work un- 
hindered thus far. There have been 
rumors, and efforts to intimidate us, and 
it appears at times that we are in real 
danger. So we spent some time making 
preparations for eventualities, but we 
praise the Lord that we have not yet 
been molested. Except for the cutting off 
of supplies and communications, we have 
been able to carry on, and that gives us 
cause for much gratitude. 


Good News 

“Now we have some very good news 
for you. One of the chief burdens on our 
hearts for many months was that the 
Lord would permit us to soon gather in 
the first fruits of the harvest He is to 
give us here. Praise God, that prayer 
has now been answered! It has been 
three and one-half years since we started 
in New Guinea, and we felt that the 
Lord must be giving us some sheaves 
soon, but establishing the work here has 
been fraught with many difficulties and 
obstructions. God has enabled us to over- 
come these, and has now given us some 
sixteen souls. We have just returned 
from one of our outstations where we 
spent ten happy days, during which time 
it was our joy to witness ten of the 
sixteen converts accept the Lord Jesus 
as their Saviour. For several months our 
workers have been conducting inquirers’ 
classes, and it was in one of these ses- 
sions that the Kapaukus have been led 
to the Lord. There are many other hearts 
who are ready, we believe, so that we are 
expecting the Lord to give us many more 
souls soon. 


Food Supplies 

“Since the outbreak of war and the 
cutting off of supplies, we. have been 
thrown on our own resources. We haven’t 
enough flour to make bread, though we 
can have griddle cakes occasionally. As 
a substitute for bread we have been 
eating fried sweet potatoes, thinly sliced. 
Green bananas served this way are also 
quite delicious. Mrs. Post has also made 
some sweet potato cakes, which are quite 
palatable. For cooking oil we have been 
using pork fat. Our meat supply con- 
sists mostly of pork, though at times 
shrimps can be had. A small amount of 
goat milk is available. We still have some 
sugar, but when that runs out we will 
have to experiment with sugar cane. 
Our chickens have been a big help to 
us, as for the past few months we have 
had eggs regularly. Our garden has sup- 
plied a good amount of the necessary 
vitamins. Potatoes grow well here, so we 
have been having them daily for some 
time. Tomatoes, cabbage, peas, and 
carrots have also graced our table for 
many months. 


“During this period of isolation the

A CRY FROM THE ABYSS — OVER TWO MILLION JEWS ARE DEAD 


NO JEWS have suffered so much during the past four years as The Polish Jews. One cannot hope 
that attention will be paid to every cruelty or atrocity practiced in a time of war. But there are 
times when, for the sake of the future even though the present be irredeemable, men, however 
certain that speech be futile, dare not be silent. ‘Ihe death rate among Jews in Poland is forty 
times higher than the Pre-War average. One thousand Jews die daily for lack of food, malnutri- 


tion and cognate diseases.

_ The following letter was received from The Swedish Mission to the Jews: ‘‘In Sweden -— dwell- 
ing at present about 2,400 Jewish Refugees, of which 400 are Hebrew Christians. Of those 200 





‘ Hebrew Christians have come to Sweden by our assistance and, therefore, we are in full respon- 


sibility for their livelihood. The relief given by our Jewish Mission Society to such Refugees amounts 
to 1,200 Swedish Cronin monthly—about $3,000.00 a month. Many Hebrew Christians eat one 
meal every two days. They are thin and sick, and cry to the Messiah for help—but they are 
stron in faith. 

e ur - of our work ge those Hebrew Christians deported to Poland is increasing 
every mont n mostly all large ghettos our Society supports Hebrew Christians of our former 
Vienna Congregation and other representatives who are doing a missionary task. We thus sup 
a former Hebrew Christian Minister from Germany in the Ghetto of Warsaw. Blessed pain se 
work is done by single Hebrew Christians everywhere in the unhappy Jewry in Poland. — 
missionary possibilities amongst those 100,000 Jews are at hand. ‘Ihe misery and distress is un- 
describable. We are sending monthly a duplicate letter, with Bible text, psalms and a short sermon, 
as well as a small sum of money and a small food parcel, the latter via. Portugal. The total 
amount sent by us to Poland for Hebrew Christian members of our Church makes at present 2,000 
Swedish Cr., or $500.00 a month. There are over 300 Hebrew Christians in Poland who are 
starving. They are Baptist, Lutheran, Reformed and Church of England. This relief work is still 
growing and reaches already beyond our power. Through spiritual and material assistance those 
suffering Christian Brethren can be sayed in soul and bod

“While everyone here is anxiously 
waiting for the next visit of the airplane, 
we make good use of the time, not know- 
ing what the future holds for us, or how 
much longer we may have the oppor- 
tunity of making the Lord Jesus known 
to these forgotten races.” 





SPANISH GOSPEL RECORDINGS 

Quoting from a bulletin recently issued 
by Miss Joy Ridderhof, Los Angeles, 
Calif.: 

“We've a story to tell to the nations, 
and by now more than nine thousand 
records have gone out to tell it the world 
around. What great things He has done! 
Mails that were tied up are breaking 
through; the priority favor was renewed; 
new stations have opened up in the great 
country of Chile; word has come from 
various countries of the blessing received 
from the Buenas Neuvas gospel service 
by transcription, and of the great out- 
reach of these broadcasts, as well as of 
the souls that have been saved through 
the use of the recordings. 

“Americans who do not speak Spanish 
but who want to reach foreign friends 
are finding the records of great help. For 
instance, a whistling postman back in 
Indiana purchased some records and a 
phonograph. Supplied with these and a 
bunch of tracts, he and his wife spend 
much of their leisure time witnessing to 
the Mexican folk living in the outskirts 
of their town. Recently we learned of 
several decisions for Christ through some 
of our records used in this way. 

“Some of you may not realize that we 
have a phonograph service. Frequently 
old phonographs have been turned into 
the work or purchased at a low price. In 
this way, scores of victrolas have been 
located for service in different fields. 
Some time ago we decided to purchase 
fifty new portables. These have been 
furnished to missionaries at less than 
cost, and now our stock is fast being de- 
pleted and we will soon need more. 

“As used phonographs come to us, 
many of them are taken by missionaries, 
or mailed out to various needy places 
among the Navajos. Recently a Navajo 
boy was so anxious to have a phonograph 
and a set of gospel records to take back 
to his unevangelized district that he 
offered to work for the missionaries as 
long as necessary in order to pay for 
them. These have now been sent. We 
were able to provide him everything with 
very little cost. One man had one of our 
records at his trading post 105 miles from 
the highway. He played it for the trad- 
ers and visitors and for his own pleasure 
about twenty times a day. Since then by 
mutual arrangement he has obtained a 
whole set from us. The Navajos like to 
listen, and their usual remark is, ‘Play 
it again.’ 

“We expect to be working soon at 
Spanish, Chinese, and African recordings.

through the same experience as the Jew- 
ish brethren had on the day of Pentecost. 
The sign of tongues was given to this 
Gentile household as a proof to the six 
brethren who had come with Peter, that 
salvation was for Gentiles as well as for 
Jews. That covers a much misunderstood 
and disputed question in its entirety, that 
speaking with tongues is not necessary 
today since we already know that salva- 
tion is for Gentiles as well as for Jews. 

Guidance Through Memory (v. 16). 
“Then remembered I the word of the 
Lord.” This was a concrete fulfillment 
of the promise given by our blessed Lord 
to His disciples, when He promised them, 
“He [the Holy Spirit] shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your re- 
membrance, whatsoever I have said unto 
you” (John 14:26). He can only bring to 
our remembrance the things He has spo- 
ken to us through and in the Word. 
Therefore, we ought to become better 
acquainted with the whole Word of God. 

Guidance Through a United Testimony 
(vv. 17, 18). “When they heard these 
things, they held their peace, and glori- 
fied God, saying, Then hath God also to 
the Gentiles granted repentance unto 
life.’ This stamp of approval was given 
by Peter’s Spirit-filled brethren who had 
accompanied Peter to the house of Cor- 
nelius, and by God’s seal of the guidance 
that Peter had received from the Lord. 
“He that in these things serveth Christ 
is acceptable to God, and approved of 
men” (Rom. 14:18). We need the coun- 
sel of Spirit-filled Christians. Let those 
who claim ecclesiastical independence 
guard against being too independent. Let 
us also remember, “By manifestation of 
the truth commending ourselves to every 
man’s conscience in the sight of God”. 

Let us, when we are looking to the Lord 
for clear guidance, remember these clear 
and scriptural principles, lest we be mis- 
led into a guidance which does not come 
from Him; but “try the spirits whether 
they are of God” (I John 4:1).

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A HISTORICAL FACT 

S the resurrection of Christ is a his- 
torical fact, it is to be proved by 
historical evidence. The apostle therefore 
appeals to the testimony of competent 
witnesses (I Cor. 15:3-8). All human 
laws assume that the testimony of two 
witnesses, when uncontradicted, and es- 
pecially when confirmed by collateral 
evidence, produces such conviction of the 
truth of the fact asserted as to justify 
even taking the life of a fellow creature. 

Confidence in such testimony is not 
founded on experience, but on the con- 
stitution of our nature. We are so con- 
stituted that we cannot refuse assent to 
the testimony of good men to a fact 
fairly within their knowledge. To render 
such testimony irresistible it is necessary 
(1) that the fact to be proved should be 
of a nature to admit of being certainly 
known. (2) That adequate opportunity 
be afforded to the witnesses to ascertain 
its nature, and to be satisfied of its 
verity. (3) That the witnesses be of 
sound mind and discretion. (4) That 
they be men of integrity. 

If these conditions be fulfilled, human 
testimony establishes the truth of a fact 
beyond reasonable doubt. If however, in 
addition to these grounds of confidence, 
the witnesses give their testimony at the

expense of great personal sacrifice, or 
confirm it with their blood; if, moreover, 
the occurrence of the fact in question 
had been predicted centuries before it 
came to pass; if it had produced effects 
not otherwise to be accounted for, effects 
extending to all ages and nations; if the 
system of doctrine with which that fact 
is connected so as to be implied in it, 
commends itself as true to the reason 
and conscience of men; and if God con- 
firms not only the testimony of the orig- 
inal witnesses to the fact, but also the 
truth of the doctrines of which that fact 
is the necessary basis, by the demonstra- 
tion of His Spirit, then it is insanity and 
wickedness to doubt it. 

All these considerations concur in proof 
of the resurrection of Christ, and render 
it the best authenticated event in the 
history of the world-—Dr. Charles Hodge.

TESTAMENTS FOR LIFEBOATS 
AND RAFTS 


From now on no man set adrift in a 
lifeboat or raft from a sinking American 
merchantman will be without a New 
Testament. It will not be left to chance 
that someone has a copy in his pocket. 
Testaments carefully wrapped in water- 
proof containers will hereafter be regu- 
lar equipment of both boats and rafts on 
all merchant ships. 

Suppose Sergeant John Bartek, who 
was on Captain Rickenbacker’s raft, had 
not happened to have his New Testa- 
ment during those three fateful weeks in 
the South Pacific? He said: “Without 
the Bible we might have given up. But 
every so often we’d run across a passage 
that would force hope back into us like 
a dry sponge in a basin of water.” 

This forceful testimony on the part of 
the young radio engineer confirmed the 
conviction of the officers of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society that something should 
be done to make the New Testament 
available to all shipwrecked men on life- 
boats and rafts. 

Recently the American Bible Society 
has added to its list of specially bound 
volumes for the various branches of the 
service, a book bearing the insignia of 
the Merchant Marine. Admiral E. S. 
Land has written a special foreword for 
it. The books are already available and 
waterproof containers are being pre- 
pared. The envelope is made of stout oil 
paper lined with lead and cellophane, the 
same sort of material that has hereto- 
fore been used successfully in waterproof 
packaged rations now carried on the life- 
boats and rafts as regulation equipment. 
Tests made at headquarters indicate that 
these books will continue dry even though 
submerged in water for days at a time. 
—Bulletin.

Such may be read in the volume Te 
Ika A Maui, and in Dr. Dixon’s amazing 
survey of the Polynesian evolutionary 
theory, Oceanic-Mythology of All Races 
Series. Such was believed in by the 
natives when Charles Darwin himself 
visited among the Polynesians on his sci- 
entific voyage in the Beagle. 

But before we follow Charles Darwin 
to the South Seas, let us look for a brief 
moment at the doctrine of evolution as 
taught by the pagan Hawaiians, they too, 
being Polynesians. “Where life springs 
up,” so says their doctrine, “from the 
shadowy abyss and dark night” through 
periods of evolution it passes from lowly 
zoophytes, corals, worms, shellfish, “each 
type being declared to conquer and de- 
stroy its predecessors,” growing more 
complex, link by link, up, up, up, a strug- 
gle for existence through various forms 
including swine to man.

ALL THIS carefully, will you solve for your- 
self, if you can, the mystery of evolution? 

In her Britannic Majesty’s ship Beagle, 
in 1831, Charles Darwin sailed as official 
naturalist. The Beagle was sent out to 
survey a part of Tierra del Fuego, the 
coasts of Chile and Peru, and some 
islands of the Pacific. The expedition 
lasted nearly five years. 

For nearly five years, Darwin studied 
and observed and minutely recorded his 
findings. Natural history, geography, 
paleontology, and other branches of nat- 
ural science, together with habits of some

natives, all were objects of his keen 
powers of observation. He mixed with 
natives, had native guidance, visited and 
talked with missionaries to the South 
Seas, of whom he speaks highly. 

But here is the mystery to solve. Is it 
probable that Darwin, whose remarkable 
inquisitive mind was forever questioning 
and whose urge after knowledge set him 
continually rooting out facts and experi- 
menting, is it possible that he never ques- 
tioned the Polynesians about their native 
beliefs? How could he help hearing from 
some quarter of the extraordinary and 
highly developed Polynesian theory of 
evolution? It was after his return to 
England in 1836, that he announced his 
own theory. He himself states, “In July 
[1837] opened first notebook on transmu- 
tation of species.” 

Why is it Darwin does not make even 
a mention of this Polynesian theory in 
his books? This writer has searched in

vain for a reference. He does discuss the 
religious belief, which he considers rudi- 
mentary, of some natives of Tierra del 
Fuego, and the beliefs of savages in gen- 
eral, but never a word does he seem to say 
about the Polynesian. 


—_— THE REPELLENT 
NOISOME DOCTRINE which contradicts the 
divine record, creeps even into the Chris- 
tian pulpit. 

One Sunday this writer, specially de- 
sirous of hearing a Christian sermon, 
visited a church in New York for the first 
time. The small size of the congregation, 
sitting close together in the middle of the 
goodly-sized building, was a surprise. 

The pastor took for his text that pro- 
found sermon of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
“Except a man be born again” (John 
3:3). He preached evolution, and ended 
by declaiming: 


“A fire-mist and a planet, 
A crystal and a cell, 
A jellyfish and a saurian, 
The caves where cavemen dweil. 
Then a sense of law and beauty, 
And a face turned from the clod. 
Some call it evolution, 
And others call it God.”* 


I asked him later, did he really believe 
such a thing? He answered that he cer- 
tainly did. 

Pagan food he was feeding to a Chris- 
tian congregation. In these desperate 
times, men and women, old and young, 
are seeking eagerly for the bread of life. 
They long to have their faith strength- 
ened, not undercut. This pastor replaced 
the action of the Holy Spirit upon men’s 
souls with a doctrine marinated in mud. 
Blasphemous? Did not our Lord say, 
“The blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
shall not be forgiven unto men” (Matt. 
12:31) ? 

There was a pastor of a Brooklyn 
church who was said not to believe even 
in the virgin birth of the Lord Jesus, 
though it was in the creed of the Church 
he had vowed to serve. The pews were 
sadly empty. But he left at last. 

The new minister, a fervent believer in 
the divine inspiration of the Scriptures, 
preached forcefully, logically, and with 
conviction. He once preached a sermon 
against evolution which the New York 
press noted. The pews filled and filled. 
People came from all around. The build- 
ing was so full on special days that chairs 
had to be set out. That church became 
a living witness for the gospel of Jesus 
Christ to its neighborhood. 

Of course there are other churches in 
Greater New York whose ministers are 
preaching the pure gospel. I have spe- 
cially in mind a certain church in Man- 
hattan whose large modern building is 
crowded in spite of being in a business 
and hotel district. From that church 
flows forth, surely through the influence 
of the Holy Spirit, sound doctrine which 
the pastor preaches not only from the 
pulpit but over the radio to expectant 
throngs of listeners. He is not emptying 
the pews!

Most of 
the books written in recent years are modernistic. We are, therefore, calling on our orthodox, Christian 
friends to help us find conservative books that have real scholastic value. We shall be very glad to pay 
a reasonable price for any book that we may need for our collection. There are hidden away in the libra- 
ries of many Christians, books that have real value. We want these books if we do not have them 
already. Will you help us find them? 


We are calling upon our friends to pray for us. Pray for my son, who is acting president, for the 
members of the faculty, for the members of the Board of Trustees, and for me personally, that God may 
give us wisdom and the leadership of the Spirit in the work we are endeavoring to do for His gtory. 


We open college every year with a revival. On the opening night this year there were forty-three 
wonderful conversions. After the first three days there was not one single student in Bob Jones College 
who was not a professing Christian. 


We have this year approximately two hundred young men preparing for the ministry. We teach 
these ministerial students how to “load the Gospel gun” and we teach them how to “shoot it.” Pray for 
these “preacher boys” and pray for all our other students, all of whorn we are endeavoring to train to be 
orthodox, cultured, Christian leaders in the various “walks of life.” 


We know that there are colleges all over America that started off on spiritual lines and little by little 
compromised and many of these institutions have lost their orthodox testimony. We have hedged Bob 
Jones College about with every legal protection that we have been able to find, but we are asking our 
friends to help us hedge it about with prayer. Please keep praying for us. It is not easy in these days of 
war and unrest to stay steady. We are going to keep the Faith, God helping us.

Questions: (1) Was John the Baptist 
the forerunner of Christ in both His first 
and second comings? (2) What judg- 
ment is referred to in Hebrews 9:27? 

Answers: (1) It is clearly prophesied 
in the Old Testament that Elijah would 
appear before the Day of the Lord (Mal. 
4:5, 6), an event we associate with the 
coming of our Lord in power and glory. 
The Jews were right in expecting the 
appearance of Elijah before the coming 
of Christ, but they failed to distinguish 
between His first coming as the suffering 
Servant, and His return as Judge and 
King. John the Baptist came in the 
spirit and power of Elijah as forerunner 
of our Lord in His first coming (Luke 
1:17). Elijah himself will appear before 
His return (Matt. 17:11; Rev. 11:3-6). 
(2) Hebrews 9:27 simply states that just 
as death is the definite end of man with 
inevitable and final judgment to follow, 
so Christ’s death was once and for all in 
regard to sin, definite and final. There 
is no more sacrifice to be offered, nor is 
there any way of escaping judgment. 
Hebrews 9:27 is simply an illustration of 
this, and the judgment to which it refers 
is no doubt the final judgment.

THE BIBLE AND MATHEMATICS 
C.M.K., Toronto, Ont. 

Question: How reconcile the fact 
that according to I Kings 7:23 the molten 
sea of the Temple, 10 cubits in diameter, 
is said to be 30 cubits in circumference, 
whereas according to mathematical 
formula it should be about thirty-one 
and one-half cubits. 

Answer: The solution is to be found 
in the context. I Kings 7:24 tells us that 
the vessel had a brim, and verse 26 says 
that this brim was wrought like the 
brim of a cup, and like the flower of a 
lily—that is, it was overhanging and 
turned downward. Evidently the encom- 
passing line of 30 cubits was not at the 
extreme edge of this sea, but a few inches 
below where it began to turn and over- 
hang, and where the diameter was there- 
fore not quite so wide. If this is so, and 
undoubtedly it is, then the Scriptures 
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are once more vindicated as being won- 
derfully exact and true, even to mathe- 
matical proportions, wherever it so de- 
sires to be. However, even if it were not 
so, it would not cast any reflections upon 
the inerrancy of the Scriptures, since 
sometimes they speak in round numbers 
and proportions.

TITHES AND TAXES 
Mrs. M. H., Chicago, IIl. 
Question: Is it possible to consider 
any part of the special taxes now being 
imposed in our reckoning of the tithe? 


Answer: Neither social security nor 
victory tax nor any part of them should 
be deducted in reckoning a tithe. The 
social security tax is for purely personal 
benefit and is a form of insurance or 
saving. Even part of the 5 per cent vic- 
tory tax is to be returned. In any case it 
is no more a tax than a sales tax and 
many “hidden” taxes we pay. It happens 
to be an “open” one. If we are going to 
tithe we should tithe at the source, that 
is, the total amount of personal or 
earned income. One cannot include in 
this tithe anything that pertains to taxes 
or the like and still call it a tithe. The 
government would certainly not recognize 
it as such. In these days of higher costs 
and mounting taxes the faith of many 
tithers may be tried, but the Lord is 
able to care and to do for those who are 
His. Remarkable experiences and testi- 
monies abound to this fact on the part 
of those who, on the face of things, 
could scarcely afford to give a tithe. It 
is not necessarily here contended that 
believers now are legally bound to give 
a tithe, but the faith that is equal to it 
and more has always been honored and 
rewarded of God.

ISAIAH. ONE OR MANY 
S.W.W., Boyertown, Pa. 

Question: Is it true that the Book 
of Isaiah was written by two men, the 
latter (chs. 41-66) much later than the 
former? 


Answer: For 2,500 years no one 
doubted that a man named Isaiah wrote 
the entire contents of the Book of Isaiah 
till a few German scholars arose less 
than two hundred years ago to call this 
in question, so that now the authorship 
of this book has been ascribed to as 
many as twenty-two Isaiahs, and so 
hopelessly dissected by a few extremists 
whom much learning appears to have 
made mad, that little indeed is left to 
the one and only Isaiah. There is every 
evidence to believe that one Isaiah wrote 
the entire book. It has been the uni- 
versal belief not only of the Church, 
but of the ancient synagogue. One of 
the most important evidences is the title 


of God, “the Holy One of Israel,” used 
some twenty-seven times throughout 
both sections of the book. It is a name 
peculiar to this book. There is no 
criticism or objection against the unity 
of authorship which has not or cannot 
be answered. Back of all the criticisms, 
however, is the unwillingness of the 
critics to accept the element of predictive 
prophecy found so largely in this book. 
But to anyone who believes that the 
Bible is fully and completely inspired 
by the Holy Spirit, and that it pleased 
God thus to reveal His purposes and 
plans for the ages, predictive prophecy 
is not only no objection or stumbling 
block, but constitutes one of the best 
evidences and glories of God’s Word.

THE SOULS OF THE DEPARTED 
J.L.M., Oak Park, Ill. 

Question: (1) Are the souls of the 
departed at rest and not asleep? (2) 
Do they know what people on earth are 
doing? 

Answer: (1) The New Testament 
teaches that at death the believer de- 
parts to be with Christ (Phil 1:23, R.V.). 
II Corinthians 5:6, 8, R.V., also teaches 
that departing this life means to be 
present with the Lord. It may be from 
such a passage as Ephesians 4:7-10, R.V., 
that after the resurrection of Christ the 
place of the believing departed souls was 
changed from a place of waiting to the 
actual presence of the Lord. There is 
certainly no suggestion in the above 
Scripture verses of purgatory or soul 
sleep. Paul most certainly expected to be 
immediately and consciously in the 
presence of the Lord. All departed be- 
livers are therefore now with the Lord; 
and when He comes again, He will bring 
their spirits with Him to be united to 
their resurrection bodies and to be caught 
up with Him before His actual appear- 
ance upon the earth (I Thess. 4:13-18; 
I Cor. 15:51, 52). 

To the believer this life is only a be- 
ginning. Life.also is continuous. It would 
be illogical, therefore, even apart from 
the Scriptures, that life should be broken 
by an indefinite period of soul sleep, or 
unconsciousness. It would be difficult in- 
deed to think of the greater portion of 
the Body of Christ as inactive or asleep. 
The whole weight and inference of the 
New Testament Scriptures supports the 
belief that what we call death is for 
the believer the emancipation of the 
soul into greater activity and joy. 

(2) We do not know if the departed 
know what is happening on the earth or 
what we are doing. It is possible, of 
course. It might be inferred from Luke 
16:25-31. There are those who think this 
is what is meant by the word “witnesses” 
(Heb. 12:1), although even if so it would 
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probably be in a general sense of watch- 
ing the “race” of faith in the life of the 
Church. Others again do not think it 
means even this, but refers rather to 
the witness of their lives to us of the 
necessity, nature, and power of faith.

PETER AND JOHN WITNESS 
CHRIST’S GLORY 
Mark 9:2-8; II Peter 1:16-18 


Golden Text: A voice came out 
of the cloud, saying, This is my 
beloved Son: hear him.—Mark 9:7. 


HRIST is God! The one who comes 

to know that truth is ready to fol- 
low Christ, and to make Him known to 
others. The want of such a true concep- 
tion of the Son of God weakens our con- 
victions and hinders our usefulness. 

“Where there is no vision, the people 
perish,” said the wise man (Prov. 29: 
18). For want of a true vision of Christ 
as God, and the God-given constraint 
which makes men give themselves in 
sacrificial service, the people perish in 
their sins. 

Peter and John saw our Lord in His 
transfiguration, and the glow of that ex- 
perience lighted their entire life and 
ministry. The touch of the supernatural 
was on these men and their message— 
for they had seen the glory of Christ. 


I. The Amazing Glory of the Son 
(Mark 9:2-6). 

The transfiguration of Christ is one of 
those wonderfully beautiful and deeply 
spiritual experiences which defy analysis 
or satisfactory description. Poetry and 
art have vainly tried to depict it only to 
become “in fact a confession of the im- 
potence of the loftiest art to rise to the 
level of the divine” (Van Dyke). 

Peter was so dazzled that he could only 
suggest that they remain there, forget- 
ting for the moment that down in the 
valley was demon-ridden humanity wait- 
ing for the divine deliverance of the Son 
of God (see Luke 9:37-42). 

What took place on the mount can 
possibly best be explained as the out- 
shining of the inner glory of the Christ. 
He had laid aside His glory when He be- 
came flesh, but not His divine attributes 
as very God. There in the presence of 
God and the heavenly visitors that glory 
shone through His humanity and His 
appearance became dazzling in its white- 
ness. 


II. The Approving Word of the 
Father (Mark 9:7, 8). 

A cloud, like the cloud which filled the 
Temple of old (I Kings 8:10, 11), covered 
them, and the Father spoke out of it 
words of approval of His Son. 

These words carry “both judgment and 
command; judgment concerning Jesus, 
‘This is my beloved Son,’ and command 
to the disciples, ‘Hear ye him’—that is, 
‘Listen to him’” (Lesson Commentary). 

John and Peter came to a fuller con- 
viction that He was the Son of God as

they saw Him transfigured and heard the 
words of the Father. They learned more 
plainly the fact that He was God mani- 
fest in the flesh for the redemption of 
man. They saw in the indescribable beau- 
ty of that moment a foregleam of His 
coming glory. What important truths— 
His deity, His redemption, His coming 
kingdom. Have we learned them as we 
have beheld His glory? 


Ill. The Assured Faith of the Dis- 
ciples (II Pet. 1:16-18). 

These words were written by Peter 
when he was nearly eighty years of age 
—about thirty-five years after the trans- 
figuration. John wrote sixty years after 
the event and said, “We beheld his glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of the 
Father” (John 1:14). 

The one who follows these eyewitnesses 
in believing in Christ may share their 
assurance expressed by Peter that we do 
not “follow cunningly devised fables” in 
making known to the world the power 
and coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Our faith is built on God’s Word, and 
upon such testimony as this by eyewit- 
nesses. Here is real ground for assured 
belief in Christ. 

Great experiences of spiritual renew- 
ing and power lead to effective life and 
testimony for Christ. They may not be 
in outward manifestations, in fact they 
are most often in the inner recesses of 
man’s soul; but they do transform men 
and send them forth to magnificent liv- 
ing for God. One wonders if much of the 
dearth of power in the Christian Church 
is not to be attributed directly to the lack 
of such experiences with God. 

The disciples had an unforgettable 
mountain-top experience. Even so have 
many others found the secret of power. 
It came to D. L. Moody as he walked 
down a New York street, praying in 
agony, “Deliver me from myself. Take 
absolute sway.” The story of what hap- 
pened to him and through him as a sur- 
rendered instrument in God’s hand is 
written large on the pages of history. 
Others have had similar experiences. 

Let us remember that such privileges 
are not reserved for a few, they are the 
birthright of every Christian. Power with- 
out knowledge is a dangerous and de- 
structive thing, but knowledge without 
power is a dead thing, resulting in a stale 
and unfruitful orthodoxy that in turn 
produces a dreadful and unchristian re- 
ligious system. It is not enough to know 
the truth, to be able to discuss it, to di- 
vide it, and possibly to fight about it. Let 
us study God’s Word, but let the truth 
be baptized in the overflowing spiritual 
power of a personal experience with God. 


April 18 
PETER AND JOHN 
IN GETHSEMANE 
Matthew 26:36-46; John 18:10-12 


Golden Text: Watch and pray, 
that ye enter not into temptation. 
—Matthew 26:41. 


HE morning of that great day when 

atonement was made for the sins of 
all the world was nearly at hand. In the 
darkness of the night, following the in- 
stitution of the Lord’s Supper, and the 
words and prayer of our Lord (John 15- 
17), He and His disciples came to the 
Garden of Gethsemane. Taking three of 
His disciples He went deeper into the 
shadows to pour out before the Father 
His soul, “exceeding sorrowful even unto 
death.” 

It is a sacred scene, and we feel a sense 
of awe and reverence as we approach it, 
feeling that we too would prefer to tarry 
outside the garden, did we not feel that 
we should try to understand a little bet- 
ter what took place that night. 

We are especially concerned with Peter 
and John, who with James shared our 
Lord’s sorrow up to a point, and then so 
sadly failed Him. 

We note that they had a 


I. High Privilege (Matt. 26:36-38). 

To be asked by Christ to stand by in 
this crucial hour was to be entrusted 
with one of the greatest privileges a man 
could ever know. As there swept over 
His holy soul a great tidal wave of sor- 
row unto death, He wanted and needed 
their fellowship. As Dr. Maclaren puts 
it, He “grazed the very edge” of human 
endurance. “Out of the darkness He 
reaches a hand to feel the grasp of a 
friend, and piteously asks these humble 
lovers to stay beside Him; not that they 
could help Him bear the weight, but that 
their presence had some solace in it. His 
agony ... they could not bear with Him. 
but they could watch with Him, and that 
poor comfort is all He asked.” 

Undoubtedly they intended to do it. 
Jesus bore witness that their spirit was 
willing (v. 41), but in spite of that, and 
all the boasting of Peter at the table that 
he would never desert Him, they failed 
Him in His hour of need. It was 


II. Sad Weakness (vv. 39-46). 

Our Lord’s prayer showed great faith 
in God the Father, the terrific recoil of 
His soul against being blackened with 
the burden of sin, and a complete sur- 
render to the Father’s will. Here was 
true denial of self and submission to God, 
but it was nonetheless an appalling ex- 
perience for our sinless Lord. So He went 
back for fellowship with His three trust- 
ed friends—and they were asleep. 

Jesus recognized that the weakness 
of the flesh caused them to forget and 
slumber. We may profit by a little closer 
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scrutiny of the scene. Was it just a 
physical tiredness? That doubtless en- 
tered in, but was not Jesus even more 
tired than they could possibly be? Was 
it not rather the weakness of indiffer- 
ence? They did not yet fully believe that 
their Lord was about to die. That was 
why they were quickly scattered in un- 
belief when He did die. This matter was 
not so serious in their sight, so it was not 
difficult to yield to the tired body and 
the deep, quiet darkness, and fall asleep. 

We are in much the same position. 
Danger—grave, spiritual danger—threat- 
ens our souls, our families, our nation. 
We who call ourselves Christians have 
declared our readiness to stay awake and 
alert. But we have become at home in 
this world, the enemy soothes us with 
the assurance that all is well, time goes 
on and nothing too serious happens. So, 
we go to sleep right in the midst of dan- 
ger, and sleep on even though the Master 
awakens us again and again. 

But now the scene changes. The mob 
has come to take Christ, and then the 
sleepy Peter, now much awake, indulges 
in 


° aan Foolish Courage (John 18:10- 
12). 

The act of Peter was courageous, even 
to the point of recklessness. What chance 
had he against a great armed multitude? 
It was the natural impulse of a loving 
heart, but it was misguided and foolish. 

What did he think to accomplish—to 
deliver Jesus from those who would cru- 
cify Him? That would have meant no 
death on the cross and no redemption. The 
hour for the offering up of the Son of 
Man as Saviour had come. Peter might 
have learned that with our Lord in the 
garden, but then he was asleep. Christ 
who had hitherto walked right through 
the crowd of enemies (Luke 4:30), now 
submitted. In the dark hours of the night 
He had been prepared to drink this bit- 
ter cup (v. 11). 

We need to learn from this experience 
of Peter’s lest we make the same mistake. 
There are all too many in the Church 
who are asleep as far as its spiritual 
struggles and opportunities are con- 
cerned, who are eager to wield a reckless 
sword in outward conflict. In their folly 
and ignorance they do more harm than 
good, and yet they think they are work- 
ing for Christ. 

The solution of the problems of the 
Church is not to get more such folk on 
“the firing line,” but to get them back 
into the place of prayer, of self-denial, 
and of spiritual warfare. We need a 
deepening of the spiritual life, an under- 
standing of what it really means to be a 
Christian, and what the Bible means 
when it admonishes every Christian to 
Kp the good fight of faith” (I Tim. 

712). 





April 25 
THE RISEN LORD 
John 20:1-17 

Golden Text: He is risen— 

Mark 16:6. 
HRIST is living! My people shall 
know it. I shall preach about it 
again and again until they believe as I 
do.” So exclaimed Dr. Dale of London 
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when the giory of Christ’s resurrection 
laid hold of him as never before. There 
began that day the custom of singing an 
Easter hymn in his church every Sunday 
morning. 

Easter has come again, and it ought 
to make us glad to recall the resurrec- 
tion power of Christianity in the midst 
of the world’s awful sorrow and death. 
Easter should mean more to us than ever 
this year, if we believe in Christ. If we 
do not, why not rid ourselves of the dark 
garments of unbelief, and put on the 
bright and beautiful garment of faith in 
a living Christ. Let us be clad in His 
righteousness. 

The first Easter Sunday had scarcely 
dawned when the faithful Mary came to 
the tomb. Finding the stone rolled away 
from its entrance she ran to find Peter 
and John. What they came and saw, and 
what—or rather who—she remained and 
saw, make up our interesting lesson. 


I. Peter and John Saw the Empty 
Tomb (vy. 1-10). 

Peter, though he had denied his Lord, 
was not sent away by his brethren. They 
knew his true heart, and evidently the 
gentle and loving John had taken him to 
his home. Mary knew where to find him. 
What a tender incidental indication of 
the Christian spirit of the brethren of 
Peter. 

John and Peter ran to the tomb. The 
unusual news so stirred them that John 
the younger did not think to await the 
slower steps of Peter. He came first, but 
when he did he only looked in. Peter 
had no hesitation, but went right in. 
What he found there was most signifi- 
cant. 

Here was twofold evidence that the 
body of our Lord had not been stolen. 
The burial clothes were there. They had 
not been carried off by a thief. Nor had 
they been snatched aside by a deceiver. 
They lay in order. There off to one side, 
carefully folded, was the head covering. 
Jesus was gone, but He had left in all 
the dignity and majesty of a triumphant 
Lord. 

What they saw caused John to believe. 
It appears (v. 9) that they had not yet 
understood the clear teachings of the Old 
Testament regarding the death and res- 
urrection of Christ. They were slow to 
believe. Let not any in our day, with its 
greater light, fail to believe. 

Peter and John came and saw—and 
then “they went away again unto their 
own home.” And so they missed seeing 
Christ Himself. 

Mary stayed on. They probably urged 
her to go with them. She ought not to 
stay on in the cold wet dawn, watching 
an empty tomb. But her heart would not 
be convinced. This was where she had 
last seen the body of her Lord, and here 
she must stay. God rewarded her faith 
by the most wonderful experience that 
ever came to a human being. She was 
first to see her risen Lord. 


- oa). Mary Met the Risen Christ (vv. 

The tears. of Mary were the genuine 
expression of a devoted heart, but they 
were nevertheless mistaken tears. The 
question of the angel reveals that fact. 
Why weep because His body was gone, 
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when that was the very thing which 
should give her joy? Why weep over a 
dead Christ when He was alive? 

How often our discernment is dimmed 
by tears and our judgment warped by 
sorrow. We look on the wrong side of 
our circumstances and see only a tangle 
of threads and blurred colors. On the 
other side God is weaving a pattern of 
beauty and blessing, which will be our 
joy through all eternity. Why not re- 
member that now? 

Blinded with tears and troubled in 
heart, Mary did not even recognize the 
Lord when He spoke to her. But our Lord 
looking into her soul and knowing that 
it was her very love for Him which made 
it hard for her to think of anything but 
His death, gave to this true-hearted 
woman the great privilege of first seeing 
Him after His resurrection. 

As He spoke her name, she knew Him. 
We recall that Jesus Himself had said 
that He was the Good Shepherd who 
“calleth his own sheep by name” (John 
10:3-14). 

He knows your name and mine, fellow 
Christian, and one day we too shall hear 
His voice even as Mary did on that day. 
She believed and worshiped. Let us fol- 
low her example this Easter Day. 

There is a danger that the observance 
of Easter may lose its real significance 
in the empty incidentals which the world 
would have us believe make the day. It 
is a holiday. There is thought of new 
clothes, of formal church attendance, of 
family gatherings, of flowers and feast- 
ing. They are all right in their proper 
place. But let us be sure that no adult 
fails to meet the risen Christ today, and 
let us be sure that the smallest child 
knows that this is more than the day of 
bunnies and candy eggs. They will re- 
joice in the knowledge that a victorious 
Christ lives to give them eternal life. 

Let us really “keep the feast” this year, 
purging out the leaven of hypocrisy and 
dead works, and remembering Christ (see 
I Gor. 5:1, 8). 





May 2 
CHRIST’S CHARGE TO PETER 
John 21:15-24 


Golden Text: Greater love hath 
no man than this, that a man lay 
down his life for his friends— 
John 15:13 


REAKFAST for a hungry fisherman 
—that is what our loving and 
thoughtful Lord had provided on the 
shore of Galilee. He wanted to talk to 
Peter, but He knew this was needful 
first. There are some folk who think 
that following Christ is a doleful matter, 
devoid of every pleasure. Jesus never 
taught any such thing. He attended wed- 
dings and dinners even in the homes of 
those despised by men. But remember 
that He always did it for their spiritual 
good, not merely for His own enjoyment; 
and that He always brought the gather- 
ing up to His own spiritual level, rather 
than stooping to any worldly or wicked 
standards. 
Here we find Him with a glowing fire 
upon which fish is broiling, and with 
bread ready for these hungry men. It 
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was just like Him thus to meet in most 
delightful and satisfying fellowship those 
who serve Him. Draw up to the fire, 
Christian friends who are standing afar 
off. You may be so timid that, like the 
disciples, you will not dare to call Him 
by name (v. 12), but if you will come, you 
will find that the precious fellowship will 
soon warm your heart. 

With the meal over, Christ turned to 
Peter and in their conversation we find 
the latter required to 


I. Face Responsibility (vy. 15-17). 

With kindly persistence our Lord 
brought Peter face to face with his re- 
sponsibility of full-hearted devotion to 
Him. Before service can be rendered 
there must be a right relationship to the 
Lord. 

Three times Peter was asked to de- 
clare his love for Christ. Such a public 
confession was quite in place, before the 
man who had thrice denied his Lord was 
restored to a place of leadership. The 
words “more than these” (v. 15) indicate 
that Jesus was asking of him a high 
measure of devotion. It is no more than 
He has a right to expect of us. 

The conversation after breakfast that 
morning was a very profitable one. One 
is reminded, by contrast, that few of our 
mealtime discussions are very useful. 
Many (perhaps most) after-dinner 
speeches and conversations yield little 
profit. Here is an occasion when such 
was not the case. One wonders whether 
we would not be wise to take the sugges- 
tion and turn our thoughts and those of 
our dinner guests to spiritual things. 
Surely it should be so among Christian 
friends and in a Christian home. 


II. Feed Christ’s Flock (vv. 15-17). 

We review the same verses to point out 
that an expression. of love to Christ 
means nothing except as it manifests it- 
self in service. Like Peter, we are to be 
diligent about feeding His flock, whether 
they be the young and inexperienced 
lambs, or the mature sheep of the fold. 

We tend to specialize. Even in soul- 
winning some give themselves to child 
evangelism, while others reach only 
adults, and would hardly think of deal- 
ing with a child. True it is that we have 
varying gifts, and one does one type of 
work better than another. But let us 
avoid overspecialization. Every needy 
soul is a challenge to us as we present 
the gospel. 

The word “feed” should be stressed. 
Here again the church has frequently 
failed. Men and women are won to a 
decision for Christ, and then forgotten. 
Sheep must be fed if they are to grow. 
A teaching ministry must accompany the 
evangelistic effort. They belong together, 
and to neglect either is to fail, at least 
in that measure. 


III. Follow Him to the End (vv. 
18-24). 

Endlessly ingenious are the devices of 
Satan. He who had sifted Peter like 
wheat (Luke 22:31) and had rejoiced in 
the weakness of his denial of Christ, now 
saw him stepping out into victorious liv- 
ing. He heard the prophecy of the mar- 
tyr death of Peter. So he put into his 
heart a question. Why should he suffer? 
What about John? What was the Lord 
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going to do for him? 

When our enemy cannot trip us up 
with temptation to personal sin, he re- 
sorts to the device of jealousy. Many 
promising Christian workers have be- 
come useless because they have taken 
their eyes off Jesus and put them on the 
persons and work of other Christians. 
Doing a work which was difficult and 
unnoticed but very important to God, 
they have felt the urge to quit because 
someone else seemed to have the easier 
task and receive more recognition. 

The answer of Jesus in verse 22 plain- 
ly states that it is not the place of one 
disciple to judge the course of life of 
another, nor to gauge his own devotion 
to Christ by another’s place or service. 

The word of Christ to. us is the same 
as to Peter: “Follow me.” We have all 
we can do to live our own lives in a man- 
ner well-pleasing to our Lord. We have 
no time to direct others or to envy them. 
Let us be about the King’s business. It 
requires haste, and it calls for all that we 
are and have, by the grace of God.

of Nazareth” is found thirteen times in 
the Gospels, and this occurrence in John 
19 is the thirteenth. The Greek letters 
that compose the name in this passage 
have the value of 13 x 13 x 13, or 2,197. 

Notice too, that Hebrew is mentioned 
here first—“Hebrew. and Greek, and 
Latin.” Greek is mentioned first in Luke, 
and Hebrew last. Here in John we have 
the mention of how the Jews read it. 
Then it is only in the book of John that 
we read of the objection of the Jews to 
the way the title was written. 

Matthew and Mark speak of the title 
as being “his accusation.” This would 
seem natural, and might be expected if 
they wrote about the title as it was writ- 
ten in the official language, or Latin. He 
was condemned at a Roman court, and 
from the Romans would come the official 
accusation. 

There are four records in the four Gos- 
pels and only three languages, so two of 
them must have recorded one language. 
We believe it was Matthew and Mark 
who recorded the Latin, or Roman. Then 
Luke must have recorded the writing as 
it was written in Greek. Luke tells of 
the three languages, but he puts the 
Greek first in his record, as might be 
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expected if he was recording the Greek. 
Matthew and Mark do not even mention 
the three languages, as might be expected 
of those who were regarding the official 
language as all-important. Luke does not 
speak of the titles as being an accusation. 
The record in Luke reads, “And a super- 
scription also was written over him in 
letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, 
THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS” 
(Luke 23:38). If we are right in these 
conclusions, then the words “his accusa- 
tion” being written in Latin would refer 


to His trial and to the only charge which 


Pilate could think of to bring against 
Him, that He was the King of the Jews! 


= EVEN CHRISTIANS, SEEM 
TO DESIRE to forget that our Lord Jesus 
was a Jew, but at the cross this was the 
one thing that was emblazoned before 
the world, “Tnis is the King of the Jews.” 
He was a Jew, and the King of the Jews. 
He said so. Did you ever notice that the 
only time the Lord Jesus ever spoke of 
having been born was when He referred 
to His right to be the King of the Jews? 
Many times He spoke of having come 
into the world, of having been sent by 
the Father, etc., but when Pilate asked 
Him, “Art thou a king then?” He an- 
swered, “Thou sayest that I am a king. 
To this end was I born, and for this cause 
came I into the world” (John 18:37). He 
was born of the seed of David that He 
might have the right to the throne of 
David. Even after His resurrection He 
was said to have been the “seed of David” 
(II Tim. 2:8; Rev. 22:16). He who was 
Almighty God from all eternity took upon 
Him the seed of Abraham. But God’s 
King is now rejected by the world; He 
was crucified as the King of the Jews. 
God’s gracious answer to all that mani- 
festation of hatred at the cross was to 
send His Holy Spirit at Pentecost when 
the glorious gospel was proclaimed in 
many tongues to all nations! This is like 
the other second proclamations we men- 
tioned, that were messages of life. God’s 
long-suffering has lasted nearly two 
thousand years, during which time He 
has continued to proclaim this gospel to 
all nations. We know from prophecy that 
the nations, as nations, will reject His 
offer. During the awful tribulation time 
soon to come when men are not allowed 
to preach the gospel, an angel shall be 
caused to “fly in the midst of heaven, 
having the everlasting gospel to preach 
unto them that dwell on the earth, and 
to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, 
and people, saying with a loud voice, 
Fear God, and give glory to him; for 
the hour of his judgment is come: and 
worship him that made heaven, and 
earth, and the sea, and the fountains of 
waters” (Rev. 14:6, 7). Then He shall 
come. “And out of his mouth goeth a 
sharp sword, that with it he should 
smite the nations; and he shall rule them 
with a rod of iron: and he treadeth the 
winepress of the fierceness and wrath 
of Almighty God. And he hath on his 
vesture and on his thigh a name written, 
KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF 
LORDS” (Rev. 19:15, 16).

A UNIQUE MINISTRY AMONG 
PRISONERS 

Christopher Balfe, “Lucky Baldwin,” 
has been chaplain of the Bridewell and 
County Jail in Chicago for more than 
thirty years. He has succeeded in placing 
Bibles in jails all over the country, and 
gives considerable time to speaking in 
churches on crime prevention, appealing 
especially to youth. Only eternity will 
reveal the great number of criminals 
whose lives have been redeemed or influ- 
enced for good by his tireless ministry. 

Members of the faculty of Moody Bible 
Institute have been interested in Mr. 
Balfe’s work at the prison for many 
years. Some time ago Mr. Balfe arranged 
with the warden for a visit by Institute 
faculty members, in order “to let church 
people see what was going on in the jail.” 
Ten were invited to lunch by the warden, 
after which he took them on a three- 
hour tour. The guests were greatly im- 
pressed by the work the warden and 
chaplain were doing for the salvation 
and restoration to society of the inmates. 

Soon after this group had visited the 
prison, the Christian Business Men’s 
Committee of Chicago asked whether 
they might have the same opportunity. 
At the conclusion of their tour they were 
so stirred that they instructed their secre- 
tary to send out ten thousand letters 
telling what they had seen and heard.

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Shortly afterward the faculty of 
Wheaton College asked to see the work. 
Their visit resulted in the warden’s being 
invited to give an illustrated address at 
the college. About this time the Chicago 
Bible Society, who had made some mo- 
tion pictures of religious work in prisons 
and jails, was given the opportunity of 
filming the religious activities under Mr. 
Balfe’s direction in the vast Bridewell 
Prison. The pictures are now being used 
in churches and community centers as an 
effective weapon in crime prevention.

Testament terminology of sleep refers 
only to our bodies. The word cemetery 
comes from the Greek and means a sleep- 
ing chamber, and the cemeteries are 
where the bodies sleep until they shall be 
awakened and quickened and changed at 
the resurrection. But the souls are not 
there, and neither do they sleep. As Paul 
has said, “To be absent from the body 
[is] to be present with the Lord” (II Cor. 
5:8), and not in an unconscious state. 
Likewise he says, “To depart, and to be 
with Christ is far better” (Phil. 1:23), not, 
“to depart and to be in a state of soul 
sleeping is far better.” Other passages 
could be quoted, as, for instance, when 
our Lord said to the thief on the cross,

“Today thou shalt be with me in para- 
dise” (Luke 23:43). 

There is a kind of sentimentalism that 
seems to desire that our dear ones who 
have gone on before should have nothing 
else to do but to look down upon us and 
see how sorry we are that they had to 
leave it all for such poor prospects on the 
other side, and that they should spend 
their celestial moments in deep sympathy 
over our earthly grief.

along without bodies? Yet we did not say 
that they have no bodies, but that they 
do not yet have their resurrection bodies. 
There are some things which are beyond 
our comprehension. Paul lets us into the 
secret a bit when he speaks of being 
snatched up into the third heaven, and 
says that he saw and heard things un- 
speakable, adding, “whether in the body, 
or out of the body, I know not” (II Cor. 
12:3). 

Now if seeing and hearing things that 
are unspeakable, which implies vision, 
-recognition, and communication, does not 
depend on whether we have a body or 
not when once we are in glory, then 
whether we have our resurrection bodies 
or not does not make any great differ- 
ence. We shall hear and see and speak 
with greater clarity than ever we do here. 
We shall recognize and know our own 
with a better recognition than here. That 
indefinable something which makes in- 
dividuality will be evident in all of its 
beauty; our loved ones will be there and 
we shall know them. We also read that 
these loved ones will come with Him, 
which means that they are not now in 
the grave, nor are they here, but they are 
where He is, else they could not come 
with Him. The psalmist says, “I shall be 
satisfied” (Ps. 17:15). This should be 
enough for us all. 


ie CONTRAST TO ALL OF THIS, the 
verse with which we began asserts a great 
alternative. “After this,” it says, that is 
after. death, not “cometh judgment” as 
the Revised Version has it (where “com- 
eth” is in italics, meaning it is not in the 
original) ; nor “after this the judgment” 
as in the Authorized Version, for the ar- 
ticle does not appear in the Greek; but 
just one great emphatic word, “after this 
judgment”! That is the way out, and the 
only way out for those who reject the love 
of God and refuse His Son as their Sav- 
iour, King and Redeemer. As the next 
chapter states, having “a certain fearful 
expectation of judgment, and the fierce- 
ness of fire which shall devour the ad- 
versaries” (Heb. 10:27, R.V.). This is the 
end of those who have not given their 
hearts and lives to Jesus Christ. The 
Scriptures also describe these as those 
who “through fear of death were all their 
lifetime subject to bondage” (Heb. 2:15). 

If you are one of these, admit the fact 
to yourself. Do not resist the testimony 
of conscience. Come to the Lord Jesus 
Christ and accept Him as your righteous- 
ness. “Now is the accepted time; behold, 
now is the day of salvation” (II Cor. 6:2). 
Make Him your own—your life—so that 
you will no longer have the consciousness 
of the guilt of sin (Heb. 10:2). You will 
still know that in your body, that is in 
your flesh, dwelleth no good thing (Rom. 
7:18); but you will also know that you 
have passed from death into life (John 
5:24). 

This is our triumph and the triumph of 
all those who are in Christ Jesus. This 
is the triumph of our beloved dead. May 
God hasten the day when the number of 
the elect shall be complete, the body of 
Christ shall be perfected, and the Lord 
shall come and we shall be changed and 
caught up to meet Him in the air!

This book is for the parish minister or 
advanced student of theolegy. The author 


‘has had in mind a year when the world is 


at war, as well as the period of reconstruc- 
tion. His purpose is not to a ge material 
for next Sunday’s sermon, but rather to en- 
courage original thinking. Every thought- 
ful minister and teacher will heartily con- 
cur in this objective, and yet may decided- 
ly differ with reference to the plans and 
methods. No one can question the de- 
sirability of having a plan and definitely 
working his plan, but there is danger of so 
definitely striving after a plan as to lose 
the import of his ministry. The table of 
contents will best enable the reader to 
evaluate the book. 

A preliminary survey of Sunday 
morning and Sunday evening sermons, 
mid-week Bible reading and special days 
is followed by what is called “undergird- 
ing,” in which suggestions are made as to 
the lines of thought to be presented from 
September to Christmas, Christmas to 
Easter, Easter to Pentecost, and Pentecost 
to September. 

It is a pleasure to commend this book 
in the light of our word of caution. There 
is room for wide difference of opinion as 
to preaching from church history or from 
denominational leaders. In our opinion 
extrabiblical material should be used by 
way of illustration rather than the content 
of preaching.

story! And how it sets forth the glorious 
privilege of going to the throne of grace 
through a living, reigning, sympathetic 
Christ, who is the Advocate of the one 
who believes! 

Our God is a prayer-hearing and a 
prayer-answering God, before whom we 
may come from the pages of the open 
Bible to claim the promises. For His 
heart of compassion is attuned to hear 
our cries of distress. 

On that crucial eighth day those men 
were in dire need. The hour of their 
extremity had appeared. Earlier in their 
experience, Captain Cherry had sat by 
the hour with loaded revolver hoping to 
shoot a gull. But the revolver rusted in 
his hand, until it was so useless he threw 
it into the ocean. They read again the 
divine promise of Jesus, and they prayed. 
They prayed to One who hears! Let 
Rickenbacker tell the story here: 

“The eighth day was another hot, flat 
calm. It did not help us any to.look 
down and see dolphin and mackerel, 
sleek and fat, twelve to eighteen inches 
long, and thousands of smaller fish swim- 
ming in the depths. That afternoon 
Cherry read the service, with the usual 
quotation from Matthew. About an hour 
later, when I was dozing, with my hat 
pulled down over my eyes, a gull appeared 
from nowhere and landed on my hat.” 

God was in the landing of the gull on 
Rickenbacker’s hat in such a position that 
it could be caught. The promise of 
Christ as recorded in His Word had been 
made good! His heart of compassion was 
“touched with the feeling of [their] in- 
firmities.” He is the living Christ of 
glory. He is no longer the dead Christ of 
Calvary. He is the living Advocate, seat- 
ed on the throne of grace, making His 
promises good, that the Father may be 
glorified. 

Finally, we learn the lesson of complete 
dependence upon God for salvation. The 
world’s popular religion today is the reli- 
gion of works. It teaches that somehow 
man by his own effort will accomplish 
his salvation. How eloquently this expe- 
rience illustrates the very fundamental 
fact of divine revelation, that man is ab- 
solutely dependent upon God for salva- 
tion. 

After the plane plunged into the wa- 
ters, those eight men found themselves 
on the bosom of the largest of all oceans, 
unable to do a single thing for their own 
salvation. There is a pathos in their 
story of sending up by night all the flares 
they had, only to watch them burn out 
in the inky darkness that enshrouded 
them. There was no human response. 
They had aluminum oars, but they were 
useless for rowing, and equally useless 
for fashioning into a spear to catch a 
shark, the hide of which was tougher 
than the spear point. Cherry had tried 
to shoot a gull, but no gull came, until 
his revolver had become a mass of rust. 

They were at the mercy of the sea, and 
entirely dependent upon God. 

It was God who preserved their lives. 
Salvation was then, as always, “of the 
Lord.” 

They cast themselves upon the grace

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of God with a faith that continued. And 
God provided the salvation! 

Sinners today are out on life’s sea, be- 
set on every hand by dangers and death. 
Try as they may, they are as helpless to 
save themselves as were those eight men 
on the rafts. There is only one ray of 
hope for lost man: “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: not of 
works, lest any man should boast” (Eph. 
2:8, 9). Every child of God is saved be- 
cause God in grace provided the way of 
Salvation, which the believer accepted in 
faith. It is the timeless message of sal- 
vation of the inspired open Bible to the 
children of men.

Their concern would be to keep from de- 
tection. Also, if there were value attached 
to the cloth and the spices, which in that 
land could easily have been, they would 
have had an object in taking them. 


te THIRD AND THE MOST IN- 
TERESTING point of all is that which con- 
cerns the graveclothes. These consisted 
of a sheet wound round and round the 
body, the spices being put in as the sheet 
was wound around. The presence of al- 
most a hundred pounds of spices within 
the cloth would tend to give it a stiffness 
which it would retain, approximately at 
least, after the body was removed. When 
Peter and John saw the graveclothes they 
saw that the body had withdrawn and 
left the winding sheet in the same form 
that it had while on the body. Here was 
a miracle in itself, but one which could 
reasonably be expected. 

The root from which the word lying 
comes, used to describe the graveclothes, 
makes the idea possible. The thought of 
being placed as they were is admissible. 
So the disciples saw something that could 
not have been possible under other cir- 
cumstances. It would have been impos- 
sible to take out the body and leave the 
sheet undisturbed. And it would have 
been likewise impossible for men to have 
put it back into that shape after it had 
been unwound from the body. 

All this no doubt burst upon the real- 
ization of the beholder in an instant. “He 
saw, and believed.” That men neither 
could nor would leave the tomb as the 
disciples found it, was enough for John. 

And the simplicity of it all is its most 
convincing argument.

some as far away as California. 

The purpose of the organization is 
well stated in its theme. K.Y.B. stands 
for “Know Your Bible.” The first aim of 
Aunt Theresa is winning boys and girls 
for Christ; the second, teaching them 
how to handle the English Bible; the 
third, instilling in their hearts a desire 
for Christian service. 

During the Saturday morning broad- 
cast (10:30 to 11:30), which of necessity 
can appeal only to the ear gate, Aunt 
Theresa speaks to other boys and girls 
in radioland through the K.Y.B. Club 
members who are with her in the studio. 
For instance, there are the “Three Lit- 
tle Preachers” who deliver the sermon, 
and Billy and Patty Bangle “who go up 
the hill to visit the book store lady.” 

One feature of the work which lies 
close to the heart of Aunt Theresa is 
her contact with shut-in boys and girls. 
On her desk, within easy reach and 
handy for quick reference, is a folder 
containing pictures of these shut-ins. 
The purpose of this contact is to get 
other boys and girls in radioland to be- 
come prayer and pen companions of 
these shut-ins. This feature is intro- 
duced each Saturday morning by “The 
Singing Lady,” who comes on humming, 
“Jesus wants me for a sunbeam.” Some 
of the boys and girls know who she is; 
some do not. To date she has just been 


called “The Singing Lady.” But perhaps 
this will give you a clue. One little ten- 
year-old wrote in during Letter Week:
